A diftribution of the Formule 
into claffes according to their effects, 
or, in other words, according to the 
indications they are required to 
an{wer, feemed to be the beft mode 
of arrangement ; as, in this way, 
all thofe medicines which poflefs 
fimilar virtues, are brought under 
one point of view; fo that, if thofe 
which are firfl tried prove ineffec- 
tual, others, fuited to fulfil the pro- 
pofed intention, immediately catch 
the eye of the prefcriber. Boer- 
haave, Cullen, and other fyftematic 
writers, who have chofen this mode 
of arrangement, feem to have 
been too fond of fubdividing their » 
claffes. Inthis Colleétion, all the 
medicines are referred to twelve 
general heads, without any fub- 

divifions, 
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divifions, except in the firft and 
fecond claffes. But as no arrange- 
ments of this kind can be perfett, 
it is not to be expected that every 
perfon will be fatisfied with that 
which is here adopted. The title 
of the laft clafs is taken from Hart. 
mann*. It comprehends thofe re- 
medies which could not be referred 
- to any of the other divifions, and 
which are commonly known undeér 
the name of Specifics, a term that 
has been here purpofely avoided, 
as conveying falle and empirical 
notions.

been added from feveral late phar- 
maceutical works, and efpecially

may be defervedly numbered among 
the beft pharmacopeeias of the pre- 


fent day. 


Not only have the new been 
fubitituted for the old terms, in all 
the prefcriptions, ‘but other altera-

be capable of applying the proper 
remedies to their own complaints, 
or to the complaints of others? On 
the other hand; is it not likely, that 
thefe quacking gentry, miftaking 
the nature of diforders they attempt 
to cure, will often apply medicines 
directly oppofite to thofe which are 
really indicated, and thus render 
| fight ailments ferious, and violent 
ailments fatal ? | 


Wen POR RICiA théawets: 
pre- 
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_ prefixed to the preface, that ‘* Dif- 
eafes are cured by remedies,’’ it is 
meant by the /kelful adminiftration of 
them. The age, fex, and conftitu- 
tion of the patient; the climate of 
the country ; the feafon of the year ; 
the conftitution of the weather ; the 
period of the difeafe---whether it be 
in its progrefs, at its acme, or in its 
decline---the procatarctic and proxi- 
mate caufes; thefe and other. cir- 
cumftances it will generally be ne- > 
ceflary to confider before a medicine 
is prefcribed ; fince the fame remedy 
is not always applicable to the fame 
difeafe; and even if it fhould be 
applicable, much will depend on the 
proper timing of it, on the quantity 
in which it is given, and on the mode 
in which it is prefcribed. Hence it 

is 
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is plain, that the adminiftration: of 
remedies is far from: being {fo eafy 
and fo fafe a bufinefs as {ome people 
imagine; none, therefore, fhould at- 
tempt to meddle with it but fuch.as 
are duly qualified. For thefe reafons, 
the Editor profeffes to have drawn 
up this Collefion, folely for the 
ufe of fuch as are regularly brought 
up to the medical profeffion. If it 
be afked, Why, then, are the pre- 
icriptions publifhed in Englifh ? For 
no other reafon, he anfwers, than to 
avoid, in the language of Butler, a 
| pariy-coloured drefs.. To have tran- 
{cribed the Formule verbatim from 
the original authors, would not have 
been more difhcult than putting them 
into Englifh. The one is as eafy as 
the other; but as the comments or

CLASS I. 
EVACUANTS. 


A. ERRHAINES. 


T is obferved by Dr. Cullen, that Errbines, by 

producing a larger excretion from the mucous 
follicles of the Schneiderian membrane, occafion 
an afflux of fluids from the. neighbouring veffels, 
particularly from the branches of the external caro- 
tid, and in fome meafure empty the fame; by 
_ which means they relieve, and fometimes cure, 
the tooth-ach, head-ach, pains of the ear, and in- 
flammations of the eyes. He farther remarks, 
that it is not improbable that they may have been 
of ufe.in preventing apoplexy and palfy; at leaft, 
whenever any approach to thefe difeafes is fufpect- 
ed, the drying up of the mucous difcharge fhould 
be attended to, and, if poffible, reftored. To- 
bacco is commonly employed for this purpofe; but 
there are various other fternutatories, which, 
according to the diverfity of cafes, may be ufed 


with advantage,

The two laft mentioned powders owe their 
activity chiefly to the afarum, which is juftly con- 
fidered by Dr. Cullen as one of the moft ufeful and 
convenient errhines. He obferves that, in large 
dofes it is very powerful, and fometimes too 
violent; but in more moderate dofes, not exceeding 

| a few 
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a few grains, and repeated feveral evenings toge- 
ther, it may be employed to procure a pretty 
large watery difcharge from the nofe; which 
fometimes continues for feveral days together. In 
particular, it has proved very ufeful in tooth-ach 
and ophthalmia. The Edinburgh formula con- 
tains a larger proportion of the afarum, without 
any of the marum fyriacum. 


Powder with Vitriolated Quickfilver. 


Taxe of Vitriolated quickfilver, ten grains, 
Liquorice-root, powdered, half a dram, 
Nutmeg, grated, a fcruple, 

Oil of rofemary, two drops : 
Rub into a fine powder. A {mall pinch to be {nuffed 


up the nofe in the morning. 
FULLER. 


This powerful errhine produces a very copious 
flow of thin mucus from the nofe. It fhould be 
ufed with caution ; for, if repeated too often, it 
will fret, and perhaps exulcerate the membrane of the 
noftrils, On this account it may not be amifs.to 
direct fome warm milk, or other mild fluid, to be 
{nuffed up the nofe after each time of ufing the 
_ powder. A fimilar mercurial fnuff has been em- 
ployed with advantage by Mr. Ware, in the gutta 
ferena. He prefcribes one grain of vitriolated 

B2 quick- 
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quickfilver, and eight grains of powdered liquorice- 
root, leaving out Fuller’s aromatic ingredients, 
which perhaps only render the {nuff more pungent, 
without contributing much to its attrahent effects. 


B SITALAGOGUAES. 


Pill with Calcined Quickfilver. 


Taxe of Calcined quickfilver, one grain, 
Opium, the third part of a grain, 
Effential oil of cloves, one drop : 


Make into a pill. To be taken every night for a 


week. In venereal cales. 


HunNTER. 


If after the {pace ofa week it has not affected the 
mouth, it may be repeated evening and morning : 
And after the patient has been accuftomed to the 
medicine, and it is found not to fall upon the mouth, 


it may be increafed to two grains in the evening, 
and one in the morning. 


The proportion of opium may be increafed to a 
grain or more, according to circumftances. We 
are well perfuaded, fays, Dr. Cullen, that opium 
will, almoft in every cafe of venereal affection, 
favour and expedite the effects of mercury, either in 


removing 
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removing fymptoms, or in entirely curing the dif- 
eafe. The opium in thefe inftances proves ufeful, 
he imagines, by obviating the general acrimony in 
the fyftem, or, as Mr. Bell (in his late Treatife on 
the Lues Venerea, 1793) fuppofes, by leflening 
or removing irritation ; probably, too (we would 
add) by tending, at the fame time that it allays ir- 
ritation, to promote the difcharge by the fkin.—It 
is well known that opium has been given by itfelf 
in venereal cafes, in the hope of accomplifhing a 
cure without the help of mercury ; but moft prac- 
titioners, we are perfuaded, will be ready to join 
with Cullen, Hunter, and Bell, in pronouncing 
that, though opium undoubtedly affords confider- 
able relief, it is never alone to be trufted to as a 
remedy capable of curing the venereal difeafe. For |

~Calomel Pills. 


Taxe of Calomel, half a dram, 
Conferve of rofes, a fufficient quantity. 


Beat into a mafs, and divide into thirty pills. 
One to be taken every day, or, half a pill three 
times a day, till the mouth becomes affected; in 
chancres : And a whole pill three times a day, in con- 
firmed lues. :

B3 Who 
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Who direéts the pills to be continued for a week 
after the chancres are healed. Calomel, fays Mr. 
Bell, is given by fome in large dofes for the cure 
of fyphilis, even to the extent of ten grains daily. 
He has not found, however, that this is neceffary, 
and it very commonly proves injurious both to the 
ftomach and bowels. It anfwers better in dofes of 
a grain, repeated three times a day, by which it 
more readily enters the blood than when given in 
Jarger quantities, and is lefs apt to run off by ftool. 
He confiders it as one of the beft faline prepara- 
tions of mercury ; and though it operates mildly, 
he believes it to be equally powerful with any other 
form of quickfilver in curing the venereal difeafe. 
Calomel is alfo employed with great fuccefs in va- 
rious other difeafes, befides fyphilis. Thus in the 
bilious remittent fevers of hot climates, as wellas in 
fome cafes of intermittents ; in hepatitis; in various 
{pafmodic affections (fee Antifpafmodics) ; in hy- 
drocephalus and encyfted dropfies (fee Cathartics 
and Diuretics) this mercurial, continued if necef- 
fary till the mouth becomes affected, is found to be 
productive of the beft effeéts. Concerning the ufes 
of calomel in other cafes, fee Diaphoretics, Em- 
menagogues, and Anthelmintics. To have made 
the new pharmaceutical nomenclature confiftent, 
the prepofterous word Calomel fhould have been re- 
jected. Our College might, as the Edinburgh 

I | College 
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College fince has done, have diftinguifhed calomel 
prepared by fublimation according to the old mé- 
thod, from calomel obtained by precipitation ac- 
cording to Scheele’s new method, by denominating 
the former Hydrargyrus muriatus mitis, and the 
latter Hydrargyrus muriatus precipitatus. In the 
fame manner, and inthe fame dofes, may be given 
pills of 


Mild Muriated  Quickh lver, L. Ph. 


With thefe, and indeed with all the other mer- 
curial forms, may be occafionally conjoined (as ir 
the Pill with Calcined Quickfilver) a {mall quantity 
of opium. 


Pills with Acetated Quickfilver. 


Taxe of Acetated Quickfilver, L. Ph. 
Manna, 
Gum Arabic, of each, a {cruple 5 
With a fufficient quantity of rofe-water, make into 
twenty pills. 


Dose. Three at night, to be continued, and gradually 
increafed, according to circumftances.

B4 - | Acetated 
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Acetated quickfilver, fays Mr. Bell, is milder in its 
operation than any of the other faline preparations of 
mercury, nor does it difturb the ftomach and bowels 
fo much as triturated quickfilver is frequently 
found to do; but from all the trials that he has 
made of it, he does not confider it as equally cer- 
tain in curing the venereal difeafe. ‘The fymptoms 
abate while the patient is taking it; but if fome 
other preparation of mercury is not employed either 
along with it or continued afterwards, he has ob- 
ferved that they are very apt to appear again foon 
after it is laid afide. ES 


Pills with Grey or Afb-coloured Precipitate of 
Quickfilver. 
Take of The afh-coloured precipitate of quickfilver, 
Ed. Ph. half a dram, 
Venice foap, ten grains : 
With mucilage of gum arabic, make into twenty pills. 


Dose. One or two night and morning. In the fame 
cafes. | | 


SAUNDERS. 


The hydrargyrus preecipitatus cinereus, is the 
fame as Hahnemann’s mercurius folubilis, which is 
the mercurius cinereus of Saunders, prepared in an 
improved manner. It is quickfilver brought to the 
ftate of a mild, imperfect calx. It is; as Mr. 

: Bell 
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Bell obferves, a very ufeful preparation. The 
dofe, he adds, istwo, three, or four grains, even- 
ing and morning. Some have advifed more; but 
he has not fauihd ‘that in common practice yr more 
can with winds be given, 


Pills with Crude euiclf ler. 


Give of the quickfilver-pills, L. Ph. five gains, twice 
aday. In confirmed lues. 
BLANE. 


Perhaps this mercurial is here prefcribed fome- 
what too fparingly. In many venereal cafes, the 
dofe may be repeated’ three times a day. Mr. J. 
Hunter obferves, that fifteen grains of crude mer- 
cury feem only equal to one or two of the hydrar- 
gyrus calcinatus. The activity of this preparation 
depends, as Mr. Bell has remarked, upon the de- 
gree of triture to which it has been fubjected. When 
thoroughly triturated, fmaller dofes will fuffice. If 
thefe pills are found to pafs off by ftool too quickly, 
the dofe fhould be reduced ; and their purgative 
tendency may be ftill farther reftrained by the addi- 
tion of a quarter or half a grain of opium to each 
dofe. We cannot help thinking, that the manna 
_ and mucilage of gum arabic, direéted in the Edin- 
burgh formula, are better fuited to divide the 
quickfilver than the rofe-conferve in the London 

formula 
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formula. In confequence of the more perfect 
comminution of the metallic particles in the Edin- 
burgh pills, they frequently prove, in like dofes, 
nearly as operative as the London pills, though the 
latter contain a larger proportion of quickfilver.— 
Saccharated quickfilver, 1. e. quickfilver triturated with 
fugar-candy till the globules difappear (of which a 
formula is given in the Fulda Difpenfatory) is a 
preparation that poffeffes fimilar virtues—In all 
preparations of this kind, in which trituration is 
made ufe of, not only a comminution, but likewife 
an imperfect calcination of the metal takes place, 
in confequence of a greater number of the metallic 
furfaces being brought into contact with the air, 
whofe dephlogifticating or calcining action is ftill 
_ further promoted by the heat produced by attrition. 
But the divifion, and (if it be allowable to ufe the 
expreffion) the femi-calcination of the mercurial 
particles, are more certainly and more expeditioufly 
effected, by precipitating the metal with volatile 
alkali from its folution in a proper acid (fuch, for 
inftance, as the nitrous) as is done in the cafe of 
the Hydrargyrus praecipitatus cinereus, of the pro- 
perties and dofes of which we have before taken 
notice. 


Pills 
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Pills with Crude Quickfiluer and Hemlock. 


Take of Crude quickfilver, one dram, 
~ Gum arabic, two drams : 

Rub them well together, with the help of a little wa- 
ter, into a mucilage, till the globules difappear ; then 
add of 
Extract of hemlock, a dram : 

With powdered liquorice-root, make into pills of four 
grains each. ‘Three to be taken night and morning, In

In the original, the mafs is directed to be divided 
into pills weighing two grains each, of which fix 
are prefcribed for a dofe. In this way the pills are 
too {mall, and the number at each taking too great. 
It feems better to double their weight, by which 
means half the number fuffice for adofe. ~ 


Thefe pills are fuited to venereal fores, and particu- 
larly buboes; which laft Mr. J. Hunter fays he has 
often feen give way to hemlock, and fooner than to 
any thing he is acquainted with, efpecially ifjoined to 
the bark. Along with the internal ufe of hemlock, he 
recommends the external application of it (in the 
form of a fomentation, wafh, or poultice) to the 
ulcerated parts, See Narcorics, 


Pills 
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Pills with (corrofive) Muriated Quickfilver. 


TAKE of (corrofive) Muriated quickfilver, 
Ammonia, each, five 
grains 5 
Diftilled water, 30 or 4o drops, 
Conferve of rofes, a fcruple: 

With a fufficient quantity of powdered liquorice-root, 
make into a mafs, to be divided into go pills ; one or 
two to be taken three or four timesin a day ; in the fame 
cafes. 


BELL. 


_ Every pill in this prefcription, which is an imi- 
tation of the Swedifh formula, contains, when the 
materials are uniformly mixed together, the eighth 
part of a grain of muriated quickfilver. It 1s eafy, 
therefore, to regulate the dofes with very great 
nicety. Unlefs the water be ufed hot, a few drops 
more than the number here directed, may be requi- 
fite for the complete folution of the mercurial falt. 


Inftead of giving this preparation of quickfilver, 
commonly termed corrofive fublimate, in larger 
dofes, evening and morning, it anfwers better 
(fays Mr. Bell) to give the fame quantity divided 
into four or five dofes. A grain of (muriated) 
mercury may in this manner be given daily, that is, 
a quarter of a grain four times aday. Some have 

| adviled 
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advifed more, but this is the largeft dofe that he 
has ever been able to continue for more than two or 
three days together, 


‘With Mr. John Hunter (corrofive) muriated 
quickfilver is by no means a favourite preparation. 
In recent cafes, he thinks it only removes the vifible 
local effects, without entirely deftroying the vene- 
real action; for many more, he fays, have been 
found to relapfe after taking this preparation, than 
from many of the others ; which is owing, he fup- 
pofes, to its paffing off very readily by the fkin. 


On the other hand, Dr. Cullen maintains that, 
in many inftances (corrofive) muriated quickfilver, 
cures the difeafe by a fmaller quantity of mercury 
than can be done by any other preparation, though 
the latter introduces the mercury in much larger 
proportion. Inanother place the fame author fays, 
that it 1s certainly more active and powerful than 
any other faline preparation of this femi-metal, and 
that the ufe of it has been often convenient and ef- 
feétual; though he, at the fame time, readily al- 
lows that, asits operation is fo different in men of 
different conftitutions, the employment of it often 
requires a good deal of management and difcretion. 
Mr. Bell has obferved, that opiates have not the» 
fame influence in preventing the corrofive muriated 

quickfilver 
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quickfilver from acting upon the ftomach and 
bowels, which they commonly have with other pre- 
parations of mercury. He has found nothing fo 
effectual for this purpofe, as the deco¢tion of guai- 
acum and mezereon, or plentiful dilution with mu- 
cilaginous drinks and broths. Thefe, he fuppofes, 
may act in the firft place by fheathing the ftomach 
and bowels direétly from the effect of the medicine ; 
and they may alfo prove ufeful by promoting the 
natural tendency, which this form of mercury 
feems to have to pafs off by the fkin. For further 
practical remarks on this mercurial, fee Spirituous 
Solution of Muriated Quickfilver. Inftead of re- 
taining the old epithet corrofivus, it would have been 
more claffical and more conformable to the notions 
which phyficians ought to entertain concerning the 
action of this metallic falt on the human body, if the 
Edinburgh College had employed the term acris 
(Hydrargyrus muratus acris) to diftinguifh this 
from the Hydrargyrus muriatus mitis. 


Pills with (corrofive) Muriated oath ilver and 
Hemlock. 


TAKE of Muriated quickfilver, L. Ph. fix grains, 
Diffolve in a fufficient quantity of diftilled water, and

This celebrated commentator on Boerhaave, re- 
probates Turner’s corrofive fublimate drops, in 
which the proportion of ardent fpirit to the mercu- 
rial falt is fo remarkably fmall; whence it happens 

| that 
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that the dofe of the medicine cannot always be ac- 
curately meafured. | 


With fome conftitutions it may fuit better to 
dilute this folution with an equal proportion of dif- 
‘tilled water. One fpoonful of the folution thas di-— 
luted, will contain the eighth part of a grain of 
muriated quickfilver, a quantity too {mall to oc- 
cafion, in general, any inconvenience ; whereas the 
quarter of a-grain of mercurial falt contained in a 
{fpoonful of the uxdiluted folution, is apt to difagree, 
for the firft three or four takings, with perfons of 
weak conftitutions. | 


A folution of muriated quickfilver in common 
diftilled water, with the addition of a little mu- 
riated ammonia (fal ammoniac) is prefcribed by 
fome practitioners in place of the fpirituous folu- 
tion; but Van Swieten’s formula feems to deferve 
the preference, fince the muriated quickfilver ex- 
hibited in his way, is lefs liable to diforder the 
{tomach and bowels. Mr. Bell fays, that the me- 
dicine in this form proves naufeous ; this inconve- 
nience, however, is eafily remedied, by directing 
the patients to fweeten the mucilaginous vehicles in 
which it is taken, with a proper quantity of fugar. 


C | De 
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De Hiaen calls this an incomparable medicine. 

It is certainly a valuable mercurial in cafes where 
the patient’s mode of life, the nature of his confti- 
tution, and other circumiftances, will not admit of 
the employment of many of the other preparations 
of quickfilver. For thefe reafons, and becaufe it 
does not affeét the falivary glands fo readily as moft 
‘of the other forms of mercury, nor render thofe 
who are under its ufe fo lable to take cold, it is 
well fuited to camp and navy praétice. Perhaps, 
however, it may not always be fafe to truft entirely 
to this preparation of quickfilver for the cure of 
every form of the venereal difeafe. 


Quickfilver Ointment. 


Take of The ftronger ointment of quickfilver, L. Ph. 
a dram. 


To be rubbed before the fire, on the infide of the thighs, 
every night, till the mouth becomes affeéted. In the 
fame cafes. 


When mercury, fays Mr. John Hunter, can be 
thrown into the conftitution with propriety by the 
external method, it is preferable to the internal, 
becaufe the fkin is not nearly fo effential to life as 
the ftomach, and therefore is capable in itfelf of 
bearing much more than the ftomach ; it alfo af- 

I | fects 
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fects the contticution much lefs. But it often hap- 
pens that the patient’s way of life, and other circum- 
ftances, do not admit of the mode of inunétion, and 
accordingly leave no other means of adminiftering 
the remedy but by the mouth. 

Of the weaker quickfilver ointment, which fome 
prefer as irritating the fkin lefs, from a dram anda . 
half totwo drams, or even more, may be rubbed 
in daily ; and it anfwers better, Mr. Bell fays, to 
apply it at two different times than all at once. For 
the purpofe of applying properly this quantity of 
ointment, 20 or 25 minutes of gentle friction is 
neceflary, the patient all the while being expofed 
to the heat of a moderate fire. 

In order to promote the abforption of the quick- 
filver, it has, Mr. Bell obferves, been the prac- 
tice with many to advife the body to be immerfed 
in a warm bath, once and again, before the courfe 
is commenced, and to repeat it once or twice a 
week during the whole continuance of it. They 
likewife think that the bathing proves ufeful, by 
giving the mercury a particular determination to 
the fkin, and thus preventing it from producing 
falivation. He has not found, however, that a fre- 
quent ufe of the warm bath is neceflary. It cannot 
in every fituation be obtained but with much dif- 

Cs ficulty 
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ficulty, and if not properly conducted, it is apt, 
during a courfe of mercury, to expofe the patient 
to fuffer from the effects of cold. Before the com- 
mencement of the courfe, where the fkin is parti- 
cularly dry, he has fometimes thought it right to 
advife the ufe of a warm bath; but, as in other in- 
{tances of a fimilar nature, the ointment has an- 
{wered equally well where this precaution was not 
taken, he does not conceive that it is of much im- 
portance. But although he is of opinion that it is 
not necefflary (We would obferve, however, that, 
though it may not be neceffary, it is certainly fer- 
viceable, and fhould therefore be occafionally ufed 
where circumftances will admit of it). to immerge 
the whole body in a warm bath during a courfe of 
mercury; yet Mr. Bell has found that fome advan- 
tage is derived from caufiag the parts upon which 
the ointment has been rubbed, to be well bathed 
with foap and water before repeating it upon the 
fame place. He therefore thinks it proper to advife 
this to be generally done. After having gone 
through a courfe of mercury, it is cuftomary, and 
perhaps ufeful, to go twice or thrice in the warm 


bath, 


| Where the remedy, fays the fame practitioner, 
is chiefly employed for the removal of a local af- 
fection, fuch as abubo, we endeavour to make it 


pafs 
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pafs through the lymphatic veffels of the part, 
and in fuch cafes this determines the place to which 
the ointment fhould be applied ; but where no local 
fympton of this kind takes place, it may be applied 
with equal fafety and propriety to any part of the 
body, and the place of application fhould be changed 
from day to day. Thus we obviate the irritation 
of the fkin, which is aptto happen from applying it 
repeatedly to the fame place, at the fame time 
that we promote the abforption of the mercury, 


The time to be employed in acourfe of mercury, 
and the quantity to be given, are circumftances 
that cannot with any exactnefs be afcertained. They 
depend in a great meafure upon the effects with 
which they are attended ; but Mr. Bell obferves, 
that, in general, few cafes are fo bad as to require 
the medicine, when properly conducted, to be 
continued longer than nine or ten weeks. In re- 
cent cafes, four or five weeks are for the moft part 
fufficient ; while in fome obftinate old affections, 
where the bones have been difeafed, or the ulcers 
very foul and extenfive, he has known it neceffary 
to go on to the twelfth or thirteenth week. _ 


Many practitioners, Mr. Bell obferves, think 
that the fame quantity of mercury muft prove 
equally ufeful in whatever time it may be given, 
| oe ee provided 
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‘provided the mouth be kept moderately fore during: 
the whole period. This, however, is not the café. 
He has met with various inftances of venereal forés, 
as well as other fymptoms, which had either ob= 
{tinately refifted a very long continued courfe of 
this kind, or which had recurred from time to time ‘- 
after a cure had been fuppofed to be obtained, and 
which at laft were entirély removed by a: much le& 
quantity of the medicine being given in a fhorter 
period of time. What he inculcates is, that the 
more inveterate fymptoms of the difeafe will fel- 
dom yield to an alterative courfe of mercury, how- 
ever long it may be protracted, while the fame 
quantity of the medicine will feldom fail, when 
given fo as to keep the fyftem for a fhorter period 
more completely under its influence. He has 
known more than fifty cafes in which this aétually 
happened ; where venereal fores, from refifting 
mercury under an alterative courfe, were judged 
to be incurable, and where. complete cures were 
afterwards obtained merely by carrying the ufe of 
mercury to a greater length than had previoufly 
been done. The refult of all his experience is, that ~ 
to render general practice in the venereal difeafe 
fafe, that is to euard as much as poffible againfta 
return of the difeafe, a middle courfe muft be ob- 
ferved between the fevere degrees of falivation 
which our forefathers judged neceflary, and the 

oppofite 
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oppofite extreme into which the moderns have 
fallen. 


_ There are feveral other difeafes, befides the ve- 
nereal; in which mercurial inunction is a remedy ; 
fuch are, hydrophobia, and tetanus ; hydrocepha- 
lus, and encyfted dropfies ; hepatitis, &c.

If we were to follow implicitly the opinion of Dr. 
Cullen, we fhould not infert.a formula of myrrh 
in this clafs of medicines, fince he with Dr. Fother- 
gill, condemns the ufe of this drug in phthifical 
cafes; in which, however, other. practitioners 
have often employed it with advantage. We are 
ready to allow, indeed, that, in irritable habits, 
where much‘heétic fever has been prefent, it may 
fometimes have proved hurtful, efpecially if given 
too freely; but in the earlier ftages of the difeafe, 
where the conftitution languifhes under debility with 
hardly any concomitant fever, this gum-refin, 
while it promotes the appetite and digeftion (effects 
which the Doétor himfelf admits), tends at the fame 
time to ftrengthen the fyftem throughout, and to 
improve and promote, along with the reft of the 
fecretions and excretions, the difcharge from the 
lungs.—Dr. Fothergill, in his remarks on the cure 
of confumptions, has ,clafled this gum-refin along 
with the balfams and turpentines, and condemning 
very properly the ufe of them in fuch affections of 

3 the 
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the lungs, has condemned alfo, but not quite fo 
properly, we think, the ufe of this m the fame. 
For, whether we confider its chemical or its fen- 
fible properties, myrrh will appear to differ very 
confiderably from both thofe other vegetable pro- 
ducts. A mucilaginous principle, not to be met 
with in the genuine turpentines and balfams, forms 
one of the chief conftituent parts of myrrh. Hence 
it is foluble in water, whereas the balfams are not; 
hence, too, it burns with difficulty, and not with- 
out leaving behind a good deal of coally mat- 
ter, whereas the balfams are highly inflammable; 
and leave behind but httle refiduum. Applied to 
the tongue, myrrh does not impart that hot and 
pungent fenfation which the balfams are known to — 
produce, and which feems to be owing to a very 
penetrating and diffufible effential oil, or (to ufe 
Boerhaave’s expreffion) fpiritus rector, with which 
they abound. Seeing, then, that it contains a bland 
principle, viz. the mucilage, which they want, and 
that if it does not want, at moft it pofféfles only in 
a {canty proportion, the acrid principle, viz. the 
effential oil, which is found fo plentifully in them, 
and upon which their heating and irritating effects 
depend ; it cannot certainly be proper to fet-it down 
as one and the fame fubftance with them: And 
therefore, while we join with Dr, Fothergill in repro- 
bating the ufe of balfams and turpentines, as expec- 

7 torants 
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torants or otlierwife, in pulmonary confumptions ; 
yet from the favourable teftimonies of others, and 
from our own obfervation, we ftill think that myrrh 
(perfuaded that it differs in many refpects from 
both thofe other fubftances) may, if properly ma- 
naged, be often employed with’ advantage as an 
expectorant. For further remarks on the ufe of 
myrrh, fee Tonics. . 


With regard to the form in which it is above pre- 
{cribed, there may be fome room for objeétion, on 
account of the quantity of fugar which is given along 
with it. The operation of the medicine might be 
better promoted by joining to it a fmall quantity of 
fome neutral falt, fuch as vitriolated kali, and either 
diminifhing the proportion of fugar (or fugar 
candy) or leaving the fugar entirely out, and em- 
ploying a little powdered liquorice-root in its place. 

On the Continent, and particularly in Germany, 
the Watery Extra of Myrrh is frequently preferred 
to the natural drug. According to the Brunfwick | 
and Fulda Difpenfatories, it is prepared by digefting 
_ powdered myrrh, for feveral days, in water, in the 
proportion of oné part of myrrh to fix parts of wa- 
ter, and afterwards evaporating the décantéd (or, if 
néceffary, the ftrained) folution to the confiftence 
of an extrac, (The refiduum may be ufed fot 

making 
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making the tincture or fpiricuous folution of myrrh). 
By this treatment great part of the refin is feparated 
from the gum, which is confequently rendered 

much lefs heating. Ofthis preparation, the dofe is 
from ten to thirty grains, and more. d 


Powder with Tariarifed Antimony. e 


Take of Powder of crab’s-claws, half a dram, 
Tartarifed antimony, two grains : 
Mix them well together. In the chin-cough. 


‘Two grains of this compofition may be added to five or 
fix of any teftaceous powder, and given, in a {mall fpoon- 
ful of milk and water, in the forenoon between breakfaft 
and dinner, to a child ofa year old.

being confidered, it was thought it would not be 
mifplaced by being inferted here. 


Powder with Precipitated Sulphur of Antimony. 


Take of Precipitated fulphur of antimony, fix grains, 
Powder of crab’s-claws, ten grains:

Perhaps magnefia, in a larger proportion, might 
be fubftituted with advantage in place of the tefta- 
ceous powder. Theantimonial precipitate, fo com- 
bined, will often exert a triple operation, proving 
to be inthe fame perfon emetic, expectorant, and 
cathartic. In the original prefcription, which 
moreover contains fix grains of vitriolated kali, the 
whole of the powder is fora fingle dofe; but two 
or three grains of this antimonial are quite enough 
for a dofe, where full vomiting is not intended. 


Conformably to the principles upon which the 
new pharmaceutical nomenclature is founded, ought 
not this preparation of antimony to have been called, 
in our pharmacopceias, Antimonium fulphuratum 

, preecipitatuin, 
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precipitatum, fulphurated precipitate of antimony. 
ABthiop’s mineral and cinnabar have not been called 
black and red fulphurs of quickfilver, but black 
and red fulphurated quickfilver. There is but one 
fulphur, the pure, inflammable, wnxmetallic fulphur. 
If verbal niceties are thought worth being attended 
to in fome inftances, they fhould be attended to in 
all. 


Antimony, as Dr. Cullen and other pharma- 
ceutical writers have remarked, when aflociated 
with an acid, and efpecially with the vegetable (as 
in the Powder with Tartarifed Antimony, page 28) 
being the leaft irregular in its operation, is to be 
preferred to all other preparations of this metal, in 
which no fuch combination is made.

Pills with Ammoniacum and Salt of Benzoin. 


Taxe of Gum ammoniacum,,

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A few drops of tincture of optum may in fome 
cafes be added to thefe pills. In the general re- 
form of pharmaceutical language, why was not 
the old chemical, or rather alchemical term flores, 
expunged ? To have conveyed a proper idea of its 
nature, this preparation fhould, after the example 
of the Swedifh pharmacopoeia, have been deno- 
minated by our College, Sal effentiale vel Sal Aci- 
dum Benzoés, or, as it has fince been called in the 
new Edinburgh pharmacopeeia, Acidum benzoi- 
cum. At all events it fhould have been named 
Benzoe fublimata, rather than Flores benzoés, 


If the flowers appear of a yellow colour (i.e. if 
fome of the oil rifes up with them) the ope- 
rator is directed by the London College, to mix 
them with white clay, and re-fublime. But this 
mode of purification is objectionable, becaufe the 
argillaceous earth abforbs not only the oily matter, 
but alfo a portion of the acid, whereby a lofs is 
fuftained ; and further, becaufe it is not only tedious 
but extremely difficult, if hot impoffible, to effect a 
complete purification of the falt in this way. If it 
muft be purified (though it is doubtful whether, 
for medicinal ufe, it be not better to let the oily 
matter remain adhering to the falt) the beft mode 
of doing this, is to diflolve the fublimed acid in 

hot 
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hot water (after the manner of the Edinburgh phar- 
macopceeia) and afterwards fet it by to cryftallize 
in the cold. 


We may here further remark, that it feems much 
more advantageous to prepare the acid of benzoin 
in the humid way (fee AppenD1x) than by fub- 
limation.

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meaning (and it certainly does) as mel acetatum, 
where was the neceffity of baptizing the medicine 
afrefh ? Honey diffolved in pure vinegar, is no lon- 
ger termed oxymel ; but honey: diffolved in vine- 
gar impregnated with colchicum, or with fquill, 
is called oxymel colchici, and oxymel fcille. If it 
was deemed improper to apply the term oxymel 
to the fimple preparation of vinegar and honey, why 
was it not equally improper to apply it to the com- 
pound preparations of the fame ?—Though the fy- 
rupus; aceti (which according to the new pharma- 
ceutical language, fhould be termed faccharum 
acetatum) may not differ much in its properties 
from oxymel or mel acetatum, yet we think the 
Edinburgh college have not done well in banifhing 
from their pharmacopeeia, a preparation of fuch — 
long ftanding and fuch approved ufe as the laft.

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D EMETICS. 


To confider emetics merely as evacuants of the 
{tomach, would be to take a very contracted and 
imperfect view of their effects ; for if traced through 
the whole of their operation in the various difeafes 
in which they are employed, their influence over 
the human body appears fo manifold and extenfive, 
_ that they may be juftly reckoned amongft the 
moft powerful inftruments which the materia me- 
‘dica affords. Hence, befides their ufe as cleanfers 
of the alimentary canal, they ferve to induce {weat- 
ing, in fevers ; to favour expectoration, in diforders 
of the lungs; to promote abforption, in cafes of 
dropfy ; and to bring on a flow of the menfes, in 
uterine obftructions. By means of their peculiar 
action on the nervous and vafcular fyftem, they 
allay the {pafms in afthma, and check the difcharge 
of blood, in hemorrhages from the lungs and uterus. 
In the firft of thefe, viz. in {pitting of blood, they 
have been given with advantage, by Dr. Robinfon, 
and {till more lately, by Dr. Stoll, of Vienna ; 
who fays, that in fuch cafes ipecacuanha fometimes 
acts like a charm, feeming to clofe the open veftels 
of the lungs fooner and more effectually than any 

| other 


= 
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other remedy. In the other, viz. in uterine he- 
morrhagy (according to Dahlberg’s experiments, 
as related by Murray) fmall dofes only of thefe 
medicines, fo as to excite ficknefs, but not vomit- 
ing, are found to anfwer beft. But in both thefe 
inftances, they fhould be adminiftered with caution, 
fince it fometimes happens that they do more harm 
than good. Dr. Cullen ence met with an accident 
of this kind, in which the vomiting increafed the 
hemorrhagy to a great and dangerous degree. 


Dyfentery is another difeafe in which emetics are 
peculiarly ferviceable. 


Where there is much vifceral inflammation 3 
where there are fymptoms of great accumulation in 
the veffels of the head; in the advanced ftages of 
preenancy, and in cafes of inteftinal hernia, me- 
dicines of this clafs are to be avoided. And, in 
general, perfons who have weak and delicate fto- 
machs, fhould be cautious of employing them too 
freely, fince, as Dr. Cullen has remarked, frequent 
vomiting renders the ftomach lefs fit to retain what 
is thrown into it, and even weakens its powers of 


digeftion.

The infpiffated juice of elder-berries is here fub-

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Whenever, from poifons fwallowed, or on any 
other account, a fudden and complete evacuation 
of the ftomach is required, fuch a form as this, of 
vitriolated zinc, is well fuited to the purpofe. It 
fhould be accompanied with plentiful dilution. 


Muftard Draught. 


TaxeE of Muftard, prepared for the table, a tea {poonful : 
Stir it up in a tea cupful of warm water, and let it be

The proportion of either the vitriol or alum, 
may be augmented or diminifhed, according to 
circumftances ; 1. e. When evacuations are requir- 
ed, the quantity of alum may be diminifhed or even 
entirely omitted ; and when great aftringency is 
required, the quantity of alum is to be increafed, 
and the vitriol to be diminithed. 


In flight dyfenteries this practitioner affures us, 
that he has ufed this folution with the utmoft 
fuccefs ; giving it at firft without the alum, in 
fufficient dofes to caufe evacuations, and afterwards 
with the alum in naufeating dofes, frequently with 
opiates atnight. This he has found far more ef- 
ficacious in dyfentery than the tartarifed antimony, 

ipecacuanha, 
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ipecacuanha, rhubarb, or falts, as evacuants, in 
whatever manner combined or adminiftered. 


_ But where a dyfentery has been of long ftanding, 
the cure neceffarily muft be performed by flow de- 
grees ; then a dofe every night and morning will 
be fufficient. It is in inveterate cafes to be con- 
tinued for weeks or months, omitting it now and 
then. 


In table-fpoonful dofes it generally caufes a vo- 
miting, or great naufea, and fometimes a purging, 
for the firft few times of taking it. When the fto- 
mach is foul, vomiting may be encouraged by cha- 
momile tea, otherwife that is unneceflary. If after 
it has been taken feveral times, it {till create vo- 
miting, or more naufea than 1s eafily fupportable 
(for fome naufea is intended) the dofe muft be 
diminifhed. If it continue to purge more than is 
proper, or caufe any griping, neither of which 
often happens, a few drops of tincture of opium . 
mutt be given occafionally, or every night, at bed 
time. 


The folution of vitriolated zinc is alfo recom- 
mended in all pulmonic oppreffions, where refpi- 
ration is performed with difficulty, and where 
expectoration is to be promoted, and the bronchial 

elands 
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glands are to be unloaded and cleanfed, in nau- 
feating or flightly vomiting dofes. In moift phleg- 
‘matic afthmas, in catarrhal coughs, and in the 
hooping cough, its effects are faid to be wonder- 
ful; taken once or twice a day, particularly in 
‘the morning, fafting, in dofes to caufe a flight 
retching. [In the fame manner it removes de- 
fluxions on the lungs, bronchia and trachea, from 
relaxation of the parts, or defect of their powers ; 


and may prevent confumptions, induced by thofe 
caufes. 


If coftivenefs, the common confequence of its 
continued ufe, happen, it muft be omitted till this 
is removed by fome aperient. The alum ought 
to be left out when the effets of the vitriol, and 
not the refult of their combination, are required. 


Taken in naufeating dofes every eight hours, 
this medicine has alfo -been known to remove 
heemorrhages from the lungs. 

In the diforders above mentioned, the {olution 
of vitriolated zinc is faid to be preferable to every 
other naufeating or emetic medicine whatever, be- 
caufe the patient is not harraffed with its operation, 
which. is never violent (as antimonials fometimes 
are) generally inftantaneous, and as fuddenly over, 
always 
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always leaving the ftomach ftrongly invigorated ; 
becaufe it never caufes fpafms in the vifcera, nor 
any nervous affections, which antimonials carelefsly 
exhibited often occafion ; and laftly, becaufe it re- 
quires neither dilution with it nor regimen, nor 
reftriction after it.» The only objection to it, is its 
difagreeable tafte, which it is faid cannot be im- 
proved without deftroying its virtues. 


Mixture of Tartarifed Antimony.

This mode of prefcribing the tartarifed antimony 
is, as the author from which it is taken juftly ob- 
ferves, far preferable to its exhibition in a dry 
form ; fince, by means of fuch a folution, the dofe 
is rendered more manageable, and at the fame 
time more effectual; efpecially in the inftance of 
children, whofe ftomach and inteftines-are fome- 
times fo irritable as-to make them liable to be 


violently difordered by antimonials and other eme- 
tics, 
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tics, when adminiftered in an undivided and un- 
diluted form.

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fhire colic, the Painter’s colic, &c. Sir G. Baker 
obferves, that we ought principally to rely on the 
operation of the more active cathartics, fteadily 
infifted on until the bowels have been thoroughly 
cleared. But a phyfician, he adds, will not pro- 
bably fucceed fo foon, or fo certainly, in relieving 
his patient from pain, by any means, as by joining 
opium (which we fee is done in this prefcription of 
Dr. Mead’s) witha purgative medicine. In cafes, 
likewife (continues the fame author) where fucha 
difpofition to vomiting prevails, that nothing is 
retained in the ftomach, opium will be thus ad- 
miniftered with a peculiar advantage. In other 
refpects, Sir. George differs both in opinion and 
practice, from fome other practitioners, and par- 
ticularly from Dr. Warren, concerning the time 
and manner of exhibiting the anodyne; which the 
Jaft mentioned phyfician prefcribes at the very be- 
ginning, and before the contents of the bowels have 
been brought away by purging medicines ; con- 
fidering the difeafe to confift in a fpafmodic con- 
{tri€tion of the inteftines, which the irritating effects 
of cathartics are at firft apt to increafe. Agreeably 
to thefe notions, he. withholds the medicines of this 
clafs till the third or fourth day, till the pain and 
tenfion of the belly are removed ; and then he only 
prefcribes fome of the milder laxatives, fuch as the 
Dravght with Vitriolated Magnefia, as noticed far- 

ther 
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theron. A practice fimilar to this of Dr. Warren’s, 
was adopted by the late Dr. Stoll, for the cure of 
the fame affection. The Vienna phyfician employed 
the opium moftly in a fluid form (as in the mixture 
with opium, mentioned under the clafs of Narcotics) 
and fo freely, that in the courfe of one night, a 
patient took thirteen grains of the poppy juice. 
He was frequently. aftonifhed to find, he fays, that 
the belly, which could not before be opened by any 
means, after giving a large dofe of opium, either 
became loofe of itfelf, or yielded to the glyfters 
which had been repeatedly thrown up, but to no 
purpofe, before; or laftly, ftools might then be 
procured by the ufe of a mild purge. 


Inftead of throwing opium into the ftomach, 
either alone with or before the cathartic, Dr. Per- 
cival advifes the injecting of it into the inteftines, in 
thefe cafes. For opium given clyfter-wife, does 
not, he obferves, check the periftaltic motion of 
the inteftines, nor counteract the operation of any 
purgative, fo powerfully, as when received into 
the ftomach. And, in this way it is faid to be 
moft efficacious in alleviating the ficknefs, and in 
putting a ftop to the violent retchings with which 
colics are often attended. He directs a glyfter to 
be made of three or four ounces of a {trong de- 


coction of poppy heads, with 20, 30, or 40 drops 
of 
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oftincture of opium. If it be fpeedily difcharged, 
the clyfter 1s repeated till the pain is relieved, and the 
vomiting ceafes, A brifk cathartic (in the form of 
pills made of calomel and jalap) is then given; and 
its operation is quickened by fenna tea, by a folu- 
tion of the neutral falts, or by caftor oil. By this 
procefs, he has found that evacuations are procured 
with more eafe, certainty, and expedition, than by 
any other which he has tried. 


The activity of the above pills is confiderably 
promoted by the addition of calomel, which will be 
found to be an ufeful adjun& in moft cafes,

Nicolai is very warm in the praifes of gamboge in 
this intention. He prefers the affociation of it 
with kali, or the vegetable fixed alkali, under which 
form it operates not only as a purgative, but like- 
wife asa powerful diuretic. 


Formerly it was ufual to join a variety of fub- 
{tances, but particularly alkaline and neutral falts 
with gamboge, under the notion that they aéted 
as correctors of its fuppofed virulence; but this 
notion, and the practice founded upon it, are now 
laid afide. For the purpofe, however, of promot~ 
ing the cathartic and diuretic operation of this gum- 

refin, 
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refin, it is ufeful to give occafional draughts of 
 folution of vitriolated magnefia, vitriolated natron, 
or any other faline purgative, after it. 


Mercury, independently of its effects on the lym- 
phatic fyftem, is otherwife peculiarly ferviceableas a 
purgative in hydropic cafes ; moft of the encyfted 
inftances of which, as Dr. James Lind has very 
judicioufly remarked, proceed from collections of 
the txnia hydatigena, to which the quickfilver, 
fome of which is abforbed in its paflage through the 
bowels, proves a certain poifon. The cafe related 
by him in the firft part of the London Medical 
Journal for the year 1789, is a ftriking proof of the 
truth of this obfervation. In fuch cafes, mercurial 
-inunétion upon the hydropic part, is likewife of 
great fervice.

Bacher’s pills have been given to the extent of 
thirty a day, taken in three portions of ten each, 
at the diftance of an hour between every portion ;

It is alledged, 
that, at the fame time that they evacuate the water, 
they tend to brace and ftrengthen the folids. Dur- 
ing their ufe, the patients muft be enjoined to 
drink plentifully of mild liquids. Upon a due at- 
tention to this circumftance, viz. dilution, the 
fuccefs of the remedy in a great meafure depends.

On account of its active virtues, this plant, 
though not inferted in the materia medica of our 
college, has a ftrong claim to the attention of 
practitioners ; and it might perhaps, as well as a 
few other indigenous vegetables, under proper ma- 
nagement, be made to fupply the place of fome 
of the more coftly exotic.—Among our own 
countrymen, Sydenham employed it with advan- 
tage, removing a maniacal affection by a dram of 
the root given in milk. Along with its purgative, 
it generally fhews alfo a diuretic operation. To 
prevent griping, two or three drops of oil of pep- 
permint, or any other effential oil, may be added.

Although it be true, as Woodville relates from 
Long, that in fome parts of the Weft Indies, wood- 
en cafks, and not copper veffels, are ufed for re- 
ceiving the bruifed pods of the tamarind; yet as 
the prefence of copper has been deteéted (without 
mentioning Baume or others, we fhall only refer 
to Remler’s Treatife on the Acid of Tamarinds, 
Erfurt. 4to. 1787) in the fruit as it comes to Eu- 
rope; there is reafon to fufpect, what other writers 
have afferted, that the pods are foaked or boiled with 
fugar, or other fubftances, in copper veffels. This 
may be more the practice in the Eaft than in the 
Welt Indies. 


In confequence of this impregnation which has 
been detected in preferved tamarinds, Dr. Schlereth 
direéts the fruit to be purified by boiling it in water 
in a ftone or delft-ware veffel (a glafs veffel would be 
better) and adding to every pint of the ftrained 
decoction, half an ounce of iron-filings.

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_ when taken out, no coppery appearance, the liquor 
is to be boiled down to the confiftence of honey, 
and, being mixed with about a fourth of its weight 
of white fugar, is to be infpiffated to a proper con-— 
fiftence, and kept in a glafs veffel. This is the 
Pulpa tamarindorum depurata of the Fulda Dif- 
penfatory. By this treatment the tamarind-juice 
is doubtlefs deprived of any copper it might con- 
tain; but, as it becomes impregnated with iron in 
place of the copper, it is certainly highly improper, 
asa diftinguifhed foreign writer on pharmacy has 
_ remarked, to call the pulp fo prepared a pure pulp 
of tamarinds. It is, in fact, a chalybeate, and its 
proper title is ¢amarindated iron. "Tamarinds once 
impregnated with copper, can never be rendered 
fit, without entirely altering their qualities, for me- 
dicinal purpofes. To difcover fuch an impregna- 
tion, itis only neceffary to boil the fruit in water, and 
hold the blade of a penknife, watch-fpring, or bit 
of polifhed iron wire, for fome time therein. If 
there be any copper prefent, on taking out the 
polifhed piece of iron, and dipping it in cold water, 
it willappear coppery ; and ondropping upon it a few 
drops of volatile alkali or water of ammonia, a blue 
colour will be produced,

The operation of diuretics is greatly promoted 
by plentiful dilution ; which fhould by no means 
be withheld from dropfical patients, though for 
many years paft, the contrary method has too much 
prevailed. The medical world is much indebted 
to Dr. Milman, for the pains he has taken to fhew 
the propriety of indulging fuch patients in the free 
ufe of liquids. Not to mention the obfervations of 
Bacher (already noticed under Cathartics, page 62) 
and other practitioners, we fhall only add thofe of 
Dr. Cullen, in confirmation of the propriety of 
this method. J always thought it abfurd, fays he, 
in phyficians to employ diuretics, while they en- 
joined an abftinence from drink, which is almoft 
the only means of conveying thefe diuretics to the 
kidneys: So whenever I employ diuretics, I at 
the fame time advife drinking freely ; and I am per- 
fuaded that drinking largely has often contributed 
to the cures I have made. 


Powder with Squill and Cinnamon.

Who was led to contrive this formula in confe- 
quence of a perfon who was much afflicted with 
the gravel, complaining that he was unable to per- 
fevere in the ufe of the aqua mephitica alkalina, or 
aérated folution of kali (fee page 110) on account 
of the great dizzinefs it always occafioned. Dr, 
Beddoes produces feveral cafes, which fhow that 
thefe pills are extremely beneficial in calculous com- 
plaints, and that they may, without injury, be 
taken in very large quantities, and continued for a 
great length of time. Simplicity and cheapnefs 
are the great recommendations of this medicine, 
He cannot determine, for want of comparative 
obfervations, whether it is inferior in efficacy to the 
more operofe preparation, the aqua mephitica al-

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kalina. He candidly adds, that there can be no 


- reafon to fuppofe it fuperior; and that he fhould 


not have offered it to public notice, if the aqua 
mephitica alkalina were as eafy to: procure. 


In order to expedite the expulfion of the water 
of cryftallization, the natron may be fpread out 
before a fire, or the veffel containing it may be 
placed in boiling water, and the pounded cryftals 
ftirred till they have loft rather more than half 
their weight. The recent cryftals contain indeed 
64 parts of water in 100 3 but’ unlefs kept clofe, 
they lofe part of this water, and it is prudent not 


to carry the calcination too far, if artificial heat be 


| applied ; nor fhould the heat exceed that of boiling 


water, left any of the volatile acid (the aerial acid 
or fixed air) fhould be expelled. Of this powder, 
from one to two fcruples taken every day, has ge- 


-nerally afforded relief in lefs than three weeks ; and 


in no cafe but one, out of more than twenty that 
have fallen under his own obfervation, have they 


_ failed to perform every thing that could be defired 


from medicine, except eradicating the tendency to 
form calculous concretions, to which no known 
remedy, he thinks, has the fmalleft pretenfions. 


Aromatics may be joined with the pills, at the 


_ pleafure of the prefcriber ; but the author himfelf 


remarks, 
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remarks, that he has never found any fuch addition 
neceflary. 


Bolus with Squill and Nitrated Kah.

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Storck has one. very clumfy form, viz, that of a 
linétus, of prefcribing his oxymel, combined how- 
ever as in this draught, with the acetated kali and 
fpirit of nitrous ether; two additions which feem 
to promote its operation, but which may not be 
always required, efpecially if the intention be to 
give it to any great quantity. In that cafe the oxy-

Smaller 
dofes, fuch as a quarter of a pint only, may be 
given at firft, increafine the quantity afterwards ac- 
cording as the ftomach fhall bear it. In fome 
_ cafes, a dofe twice a day will be as often as is need- 
ful, and when taken as a preventive, once a day 
will be fufficient. 


Every ounce meafure of this folution contains 
(if the alkaline falt be good and perfeétly foluble) 
feven grains and a halfof kali. Should the folution, 
when prepared of this ftrength, prove too irritating, 
it may be made with a fmaller proportion of the 
fale. 


When properly prepared, the alkaline mephitic 
water is perfectly clear, and rather fparkling, of an 
acidulous tafte, and totally free from that difagree- 
able impreffion which alkaline falts make on the 
toneue and throat. 


If 
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If it fhould prove cold or flatulent to the fto- 
mach, a tea fpoonful of rum, gin, or any other 
fpirituous liquor, may be taken with each dofe, 
Hot milk mixed with the folution, in the propor- 
tion of about one fourth, has been found to be a very 
grateful addition, efpecially in cold weather, tending 
much to reconcile the medicine to the ftomach, 
without in the leaft degree impairing its virtues. 


Sometimes it is neceflary to ufe opiates with this 
medicine. Five, ten, twenty, or thirty drops of 
tincture of opium (or a proportionable quantity of 
camphorated tincture of opium) may be taken either 
juit before or juft after the alkaline folution is {wal- 
lowed; but the quantity of the opiate muft be 
gradually diminifhed, and at laft totally laid afide, 
when the pain and other urgent fymptoms have 
either ceafed, or fo far abated as not to caufle any 
great uneafinefs, | 


Where from want of a proper apparatus, or from 
other circumftances, the aerated folution of kali 
_ cannot be had, the Natron Pills, mentioned at page 
94, may be given in its ftead. Thofe pills are a 
cheap, fafe, and efficacious formula, particularly 
adapted to the poor, who, as Dr. Beddoes juftly 
remarks, are by no means exempted from calcu- 
lous diforders, but are in a great meafure precluded 

from 
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from obtaining relief from the alkaline folution, on 
account of the expence and other difficulties in 


procuring it. 


Solution of Cryftals of Tartar. 


Taxe of Cream of tartar, half an ounce, 
Water, ten or twelve ounces ; 
Diffolve. To be given early in the morning, In

Who generally began with the above mentioned 
quantity of the cryftals, and exhibited them in the 
morning, at different times; fo that the laft dofe. 
was taken an hour before breakfaft. The medi- 
cine was afterwards gradually increafed to fix drams, 
and in one cafe to two ounces, ina day. When an 
ounce a day is given, and excites purging, one half 
fhould be exhibited in the morning, ‘and the other 
in the evening. Cryftals of tartar, he obferves, 
have generally been given by others in the folid 
form of an electuary ; but in fuch a form, he adds, 
this falt cannot find fluid in the inteftinal canal fuf- 
ficient for its folution. On the other hand, the 
quantity of water which is given with it, by Dry 
Home’s method, increafes the diuretic effect of 
the medicine, and plentiful dilution is now pretty

generally allowed to be a proper practice in hy- 
dropic cafes. The medicine muft be continued 
until the difeafe is gone off, and for fome days af- 
terwards.

The effential oil of juniper refides, as Dr. Cullen 
has noticed, chiefly in the feeds of the berries; fo 
that unlefs pains are taken, by a ftrong contufion, 
to break the feeds, the infufion is an agreeable,. but 
weak impregnation, and confequently of little 
power as a medicine. Of the infpiffated juice or 
rob, which is feldom to be met with in the fhops 

| nOW, 
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now, Dr. Lewis remarks, that it is an elegant pre- 
paration : What Dr. Cullen, however, has obferved 
concerning it, is very juft, viz. that fo much of its 
effential oil is diffipated by the boiling and evapora- 
tion, that it is left in the end with hardly any 
activity.

every virtue that was ever found in any tar water. 
By proper rectification and concentration, this acid, 
he fays, may be brought into a fmall bulk ; which 
being readily portable, is, on occafion of journies, 
or other circumftances, very convenient. But it is 
very neceflary, he adds, to dilute it largely with 
water, which it is fufficiently obvious favours its 
operation very much, in every refpect.

This active medicine demands great judgment 
and circumfpection in thofe who adminifter it. 
The dofes, as its author obferves, are not to be 
repeated too quickly ; but fufficient time muft be 
allowed for the effects of each to take place, as it 
is poffible to pour in an injurious quantity of the 
medicine before any of the fignals for forbearance 
appear. The general direction which he gives is, 
to ftop the exhibition of it as foon as it appears to 
act either on the kidneys, the ftomach, the pulfe, 
or the bowels. It feldom fucceeds well ifit purges. 
During the uf of it, efpecially if it fhould operate 
{trongly, it will be fometimes proper to interpofe

The dried leaves may be likewife given in fub- 
ftance, with the fame intention, from one to three 
grains, twice a day, either by themfelves, or united 
with aromatics.

The hydropic fluid, fays this author, generally 
difappeared on the next day, or on the third day, 
without any repetition of the medicine, and fre- 

quently 
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quently without any apparently increafed evacua- 
tion ; at other times with vomiting and a. large 
flow of urine, and fometimes with purging ftools. 
To fome patients even a larger quantity was given 
ata time; but as fome of them complained of very 


ereat debility during its operation, it was efteemed - 


more prudent to ufe rather an under dofe, than an 
exceflive one. In fome, who had been two or 
three times relieved by the fame method in the 
fpace of fix or ten months, a lefS quantity was 
found to fucceed: To thefe half an ounce (one 
fpoonful) of the decoction, mixed with an ounce of 
peppermint water, or with an ounce of the decoc- 
tion of the bark, was given twice or thrice a day, 
for two or three fucceffive days; and in confump- 
tions, and in fcrofulous ulcers, half an ounce of the 
decoétion of digitalis was adminiftered twice a day 
for many weeks; and the dofe was occafionally 
increafed to fix drachms, or the medicine was 
omitted for a day or two, if it excited naufea, or 
feemed much to debilitate the patient. 


Of thefe two modes of exhibiting the foxglove, the 
firft feems to be managed the beft; for by em- 
ploying the dried, inftead of the frefh leaves, the 
ftrength of the medicine is not fo likely to vary ; 
and by giving the dofes at greater intervals, it is 
more likely to affect the kidneys, and lefs likely to

diforder the ftomach and bowels ; though perhaps 
_where the condition of the patient is equal to fuch 
violence, the vomiting and purging (two operations 
approved of by Sydenham in dropfical cafes) which 
the foxglove, prefcribed according to Dr. Darwin’s 
method, is fo apt to excite, may fometimes evacu- 
ate the watery collections, not only more fuddenly, 
but alfo more effectually, than can be done by the 
diuretic plan. That active method, however, is 
attended with great rifk, and is fuited only to fome 
conftitutions; but this milder plan is, for the moft 
part, free from fuch danger, and having other ad- 
vantages befides, appears to be much more exten- 
fively proper and ufeful. Perhaps, as Sir G. Baker 
has ingenioufly fuggefted, it has been in confequence 
of giving this medicine in fuch quantities as proved 
emetic, that fome have found it to relieve and cure 
confumptions of the lungs. ‘This fuggeftion may 
- ferve to explain why Dr. Withering, who feldom 
employed it fo freely as to excite vomiting, had 
fuch little fuccefs with it in the laft mentioned cafes. 


Decoétion of Woody Nighi/bade.

The reafon affigned for directing the boiling for 
fo fhorta time, is, to avoid the naufeous bitternefs 
which the decoction is otherwife apt to acquire. 
The quantity of the plant directed in the original 
prefcription, is two ounces; but we have thought 
proper to reduce the proportion to a fingle ounce 
only, which comes nearer to the quantity ordered 
in a differtation, publifhed under the fanction of 
Linnzeus; but which is ftill confiderably more than 
what is ordered by Razoux. On the other: hand, 
the decoction prepared by the daughter of a Flemifh 
Surgeon, as ftated in the Gazette de Santé, feems 
to have had as large a proportion of the ftalks in 
it as this of Dr. Quarin’s. Thefe ftriking differ- 
ences, however, in the dofes of the medicine, are 
very well accounted for by Bergius’s remark, that - 
the dried ftems are not narcotic, and that the freth 
plant is by much the moft powerful. The above- 
mentioned Flemifh lady, who had the reputation 
of poffeffing a fpecific for the dropfy, employed, 
as it is there mentioned, the dried ftalks ; -and we 

| may 
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may conclude that the Vienna phyfician, though 
he has not exprefsly faid fo, did not make ufe of the 
twigs intheir frefh-and fucculent ftate. Befides an 
ounce of fyrup of hyffop, the original prefcription 
contains moreover the fame quantity of oxymel of 
fquill; but we have ventured to throw out both, 
and to direct in their place two ounces of the {pirit 
of cinnamon ; for though the oxymel may be fup- 
pofed, at firft, likely to contribute to the diuretic 
operation of the medicine, yet by caufing that 
which is apt to be naufeating of itfelf, to fit lefs eafy 
on the ftomach, it feems to be, on further con- 
fideration, an improper addition. ‘To obviate this 
inconvenience, fome have mixed liquorice, others 
milk, with the decoction; but the aromatic fpirit 
appears to us preferable to both. 


Decoétion of Burdock.

All thofe medicines which promote the fenfible 
or infenfible difcharge by the fkin, require to be af- 
fifted in their operation by the plentiful ufe of weak, 
tepid drinks, fuch as warm water, gruel, tea, or the 
like. In modern practice, frequent recourfe is had to 
medicines which produce this effeét, for the cure of ~ 
various difeafes. Thus they are employed in malig- 
nant fevers, in dyfenteries, in rheumatifms, 1n gout, 
in dropfies, and in venereal affections. On the 
other hand, owing to the heating qualities of many 
of them, and on account of the warmth which is 
applied to the body during the ufe of all of them, 
they are found to be hurtful in the inflammatory 

{tages 
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{tages of moft fevers, but more particularly of 
eruptive fevers, fuch as the meafles and fimall pox : 
And, in general, the ufe of them fhould be pre- 
mifed by fome other evacuation, fuch as bleeding, 
vomiting, or purging, 


Powder with Infpifjated Fuice of Aconite, 
Take of The infpiffated juice of aconite, or wolf’s- 
bane, Ed. Ph. one grain, 
Powdered liquorice root, ten grains :

Perhaps the dried leaves or tincture, mentioned 
farther on, are preferable to the infpiffated juice, 
the ftrength of which varies according to the degree 
of heat to which it has been fubjeéted, and other 


circumitances. 


In fome cafes only half a grain of the infpiffated 
juice (or of the dried leaves) may be enough to 
begin with; whilft in others a grain and a half 
may be ventured upon at firft. Odhelius never 
prefcribes lefs than two grains of the extract for a 
dofe, which he repeats five or fix times in the day ;

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and Murray relates, that he knew a patient, who, 
from a mifapprehenfion of the directions, took, 
without any bad confequence, eight powders at 
once, each of which contained a grain of the ex- 
tract. Others have ventured upon much larger 
dofes ; but in the exhibition of a medicine of this 
nature, it is neceflary to proceed with caution, 
We cannot account for the impunity with which 
Dr. Stoll adminiftered this remedy in fuch extra- 
ordinary quantities, but on the fuppofition that the 
virtues of his extract had been impaired by long 
keeping, or by fome other caufe. When given in 
moderate dofes, the ufe of this medicine may be 
fafely continued for feveral weeks, or even months, 


Junker, Boehmer, Kampf, Herz, and other emi- 
nent phyficians on the Continent, may be adduced 
as evidences in favour of its efficacy. During its 
ufe, it is proper to interpofe a purge now and 
then. 


The diaphoretic operation of aconite, is con- 
fiderably promoted by joining antimonials with it,

Both the faline additions in thefe two laft pre- 
{criptions, feem to favour the aétion of the gum- 
refin, correcting in fome meatfure its heating qua- 
lity, and along with its fudorific, increafing like- 
wile its laxative effec. Perhaps the nitre, which 
Dr, Broklefby gave by itfelf, with fo much fuc- 

at cefs, 
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cefs, to procure fweats in acute rheumatifms, is, 
efpecially in the laft cafes, the beft adjunét of the 
two. With regard to the guaiacum, Dr. Cullen 
holds it to be one of the moft valuable of all the 
diaphoretics that may be employed to excite the 
general circulation, as it affords a matter which 
pafles more entirely to the extreme veflels, and 
feems to ftimulate the exhalants more in proportion 
than it does the heart and great arteries. It is on 
this account, he adds, that it may be juftly con- 
fidered as more effectual than other fudorifics, in 
the cure of the lues venerea; and he thinks it is 
upon the fame grounds, that it has been found fo 
ufeful in all cafes of rheumatifm, and perhaps in 
thofe of gout. In this laft difeafe, however, he 
cautions againft the free ufe of gum guaiacum in 
any fhape, but more particularly when diffolved in 
fpirits. 


Powder with Calcined Antimony and Chamomile.

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Who fometimes found it more efficacious than 
the Peruvian Bark itfelf; and Sir G. Baker men- 
tions, that it fubdued an obftinate tertian in two 
inftances of the intermittents of 1781 and 1782. 


Antimony deflagrated in a white heat with nitre, 
and afterwards edulcorated with water (the Anti- 
monium calcinatum of the London New Pharma- 
copoeia) is the Antimonium diaphoreticum of the 
Old Difpenfatories. If the proportion of nitre be 
fufficiently large, the heat fufficiently ftrong, and 
the wafhing duly performed, the product will be a 
pure calx of antimony. The previous torrefaion 
of the antimony, as practifed in the Edinburgh for- 
mula, feems to be ufeful. But on account of the 
{mall proportion of nitre and lefs degree of heat to 
which the mixture is expofed, the Antimonium 
uftum cum nitro of the Edinburgh New Pharma- 
copeeia, is not likely to afford fuch a pure calx of 
antimony as the London preparation. 


Antimonial Powder, L. Ph. 


Dosx, fix grains every four or fix hours. In inflam- 
matory fevers, rheumatilms, Xc. 


This preparation feems to be antimony combined 
with the animal earth, or earth of bones, and is 
therefore 
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therefore properly named by the Edinburgh Col- 
lege Antimonium calcareo-phofphoratum. In its 
compofition and effeéts, it coincides with Dr. 
James’s celebrated Fever Powder. 


Some prefer the adminiftration of this powder in 
the form of pills, making up a dram of it witha 


little conferve of rofe, into twelve pills, and giving © 


one of them every four or fix hours. In Dr. 
Blane’s Appendix, there is fuch a prefcription. 
Like all other antimonials, it is an active remedy, 
and while it has often, under proper management, 
done much good, it has, on the other hand, more 
frequently, from an imprudent ufe, done irrepara- 
ble mifchief. I have known feveral inftances, fays 
Dr. Monro, where ‘it has been given in putrid ul- 
cerated fore throats, and in low fevers; and it has 
brought on fuch a purging, as to hurry the patients 
to their graves in a fhort time. He adds, that 
people ought to give fuch active antimonial medi- 
cines with great caution in low or putrid fevers, or 
when the ftrength is already much exhaufted. 


Compound Powder of Contrayerva, L. Ph.

weak negus, or white wine whey: Keeping the pa- 
tient in flannel and blankets till the next morning, 
and not fuffering him to go out of doors for the 
whole day after, By giving the ‘powder in this 
way, he found it a highly ufeful remedy.

The proportion of camphor in this prefcription, 
feems to be too fmall to contribute much to the 
efficacy of the medicine. It may be increafed to 
three times as much in fome cafes, adding a drop 
of {pirit of wine to make it divifible. It is furprif- 
ing that Dr. Cullen fhould refufe a diaphoretic virtue, 
which phyficians in general have fo readily accorded, 
to this concrete. But info doing, he appears to have 


been biaffed by his pre-conceived theory, which it’ 


is fo difficult to comprehend, and fo contrary to 
obférvation to admit, concerning the action of this 
fubftance on the human body. 


The Antimonial Powder fhould either have had 
the fame title as the Fdinburgh College have given 
it (fee page 126) or, it fhould have been called An- 
timonium. cum cornu cervi uftum, or Antimonium 
cornu cerviigne commiftum. The term Antimo- 
nial Powder conveys no idea at all either of the

Dr. Bang’s reports, that while in feveral patients 
who were cured by its ufe, the alvine and other ex- 
cretions were increafed ; others, on the contrary, to 
whom however it proved equally beneficial, did not 
experience any fuch effect. In other refpects, Ber- 
ger’s method of exhibiting the medicine in a more 
diluted ftate, if it dees not render it too purgative,

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more than the fick in general would chufe to take, 
and more indeed than fome ftomachs can be made 
to bear. Befides painful affections of the joints,

he afferts that it has brought on other difeafes, which 
have carried off the patients.

uterine veffels. But where there is much appear- 
ance of inflammation or plethora, they will generally 
be found improper.

In fome cafes the proportion of the acetated li-

It 
is added, that more children would probably have 
fhared the fame fate, had not the caufe been acci- 
dentally difcovered. A perfon employed in draw- 
ing the breaft of a woman, whofe nipple had been 
thus anointed, being affected with great ficknefs and

fhould be ordered, that a few fpoonfuls of this 
liquor, made fomewhat warm, fhould be very often 
injected into the fauces with a {mall fyringe; and 
efpecially before the patient fwallows any thing, in 
order to wafh off as much as poffible the putrid 
fordes adhering to the ulcers, and prevent it from 
paffing into the ftomach and bowels. In young 
fubjects this method is the more neceffary, as they 
do not always know how to manage a gargle to any 
purpofe, did the forenefs of the parts permit them 
to do it. The fame experienced phyfician further 
remarks, that, as fo much depends, in the cure of 


the puttid fore throat, upon the frequent ufe of gar- oe. 


gles, or rather injections, a ftriét attention to this 
- affair can fcarcely be too ftrongly enjoined to thofe 
who have the care of the fick committed to them ; 


fince an affiduous repetition of thefe lotions not 


only promotes a difcharge from the glands of the 
throat, whichis probably of great ufe, but retards 
the progrefs of the ulcers, by wafhing off the pu- 
trefactive corroding virus, preventing thereby 
a large train of very dangerous fymptoms,—

As few children can be prevailed upon to take 
the bark by the mouth in any form, there is, as this 
author has obferved, often a neceffity of ufing it in 
this way. If the clyfters are retained too fhort a 
time, he recommends fome fyrup of poppies to be 
added: But for this purpofe, a few drops of tinc- 
ture of opium are a better addition; and this mode 
of exhibiting the medicine is ftill farther improved, 
by employing, as Dr. Lind recommends, the ex- 
tract inftead of the powder, as we fhall have occafion 
to notice under the clafs of Tonics, where further 
remarks on the ufe of thefe injeCtions, will be intro- 
duced. In fome cafes, the quantity of powder or- 
dered in this prefcription, may be doubled. The 
proportion of milk is not expreffled; but it fhould 
not exceed three or four ounces, otherwife it will be 
likely to be returned too foon.

ASTRINGENTS. 


SOME eminent phyficians, and particularly Dr, 
Heberden, have doubted whether the internal 
employment of aftringents be of any fervice in 
{topping hemorrhages, except thofe of the prime 
‘viee: But from the well known power which many 
of the medicines of this clafs poffefs, in preventing 
the recurrence of a paroxy{m of intermittent fever, 
very foon after they have been taken into the fto- 
mach, and before it can be fuppofed they have en- 
tered the circulation, Dr. Cullen is induced to abide 
by the old and common opinion of their ufe, fee- 
Ing it not difficult to conceive, that their action 
tay be communicated, by means of the nervous 
fyftem, from the ftomach to the remoteft parts of 
the body. Many inftances of internal bleedings, 
that have ceafed on the exhibition of Aftringents, 
incline us to look upon this explanation of their 
action as juft, | 


in 
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In general, the remedies of this clafs are em- 


ployed with moft fuccefs for reftraining immoderate 
difcharges, and efpecially thofe of the alimentary 
canal; but it is proper to notice, that there are 
fome evacuations of that kind, fuch as dyfentery, in 


the early ftages of which they are manifeftly hurt-_ 


ful. They fhould, moreover, be adminiftered 


with caution in all evacuations that appear to be — 


critical. It is to be further remarked, that the long 


continued ufe of thefe medicines is apt to bring on 
obftructions, which fhould be guarded againft, by — 


the occafional interpofition of proper evacuants.

In thefe cafes, alum is given by fome practition- 
ers in much fmaller dofes, fince in large quantities 
it irritates the ftomach, fo as to be rejected by 
vomiting, and what, as Dr. Cullen obferves, is 
more extraordinary, fo as to operate as a purgative. 
Fis practice was to begin with five grains, increaf- 
ing the dofe to a fcruple, feveral times in a day.

Lewis, who has likewife copied this com- 
pofition, remarks, that it may be taken twice a day 
with fuccefs, in violent uterine hemorrhages, and 
other immoderate fecretions.

Injections, as Mr. John Hunter obferves, being 
only temporary applications, it becomes neceflary to 
ufe them often, efpecially in cafes where they are 
found to be of fervice; they fhould therefore be 
applied as often as convenient, perhaps every-hour. 
But this muft be regulated by the effects of the 
injection ; for if it prove irritating, it will not be 
proper to ufe it fo often, as it may be productive of 
bad confequences. The fame author further ob- 
ferves, that aftringent injections, like this, fhould 
for the moft part be ufed towards the end of the 
difeafe, when it has become mild, and the parts 
begin to itch: But this fhould be according to cir- 
_cumftances ; and if the difeafe begin mildly, “they 
may be ufed at the very beginning ; for by gradually 

aii leflening 
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leffening the difcharge without increafing the in- 
flammation, the cure is compleated, and the con- | 
tinuation of the difcharge, called gleet, is pre- — 
vented. It is ftill further to be remarked, however, 
that if injections of this kind are made too flrong, 
they have an irritating quality, which in fome mea- 
fure deftroys their aftringency, and inftead of leffen- 
ing, makes them increafe the difcharge. It is in 
this way that they fometimes do great harm, caufing 
the inflammation to fpread, and thereby inducing 
fwellings of the tefticles, fuppreffions of urine, and 
abiceffes in the perineum. For thefe reafons, a 
good deal of caution is required in the ufe of them ; 
and it will often be proper to employ a {maller pro- 
portion of the metallic falt than is fet down in the ~ 
prefcription above. Thus, for very irritable fub- 
jects, a fcruple of the acetated ceruffe to the fame 
quantity of the diftilled water will be found fuf+ 
ficient. | 


In the firft ftage of gonorrhea, fays Mr. Bell, 
injections of the aftringent kind may be ufed with 
fafety and advantage, from the very commence-_ 
ment of the difcharge, as well as at any period of 
the difeafe, whatever the degree of inflammation 
may be. Inftead of increafing the inflammation, 
they tend, when of a proper ftrength, to leffen it; 
they relieve more immediately than any other re- 

5 medy, 
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rmedy, the ardor urine; and they commonly leffen 
or remove the difcharge in a very fhort fpace of 
time. There is only one fymptom which, in this 
{tage of clap, precludes their immediate ufe, viz. 
pain and {welling of one or both tefticles; during 
the continuance of this fymptom, they commonly 
do harm, and therefore ought not to be advifed ; 
for by ftopping the difcharge from the urethra, they 
deprive us of one of the moft effectual remedies for 
a {welled tefticle. 


_ Mr. Bell coincides with Mr. J. Hunter refpecting 

the frequent application. of injections, viz. feven, 
eight, or ten times a day; by which the cure, in- 
ftead of being protracted for feveral weeks, is 
often completed in as many days. 


On laying afide injections, even after the running 
has entirely difappeared, and when therefore a-cure 
is fuppofed to be obtained, the difcharge often 
returns with equal feverity as at firft, either from 
excefs in wine, or over exertion in bodily exercife, 
In fuch circumftances the injeftions muft be again 
employed, and ufed with as much frequency as 
_ before, care being taken not to leave them of till 
- fome time after the running has again difappeared.

AMONGST the medicines of this clafs, the 
Peruvian bark ftands the firft ; and as a tonic, it is 
more extenfively and more fuccefsfully employed 
than any other article in the materia medica. Thus 
it is the grand remedy in intermitting and remitting 
fevers, concerning its adminiftration in which we 
thall make fome remarks farther on. Nor is it lefs 
ferviceable in the convalefcent {tate after all fevers. 
In the fame manner, it is of great ufe in various 
_ painful and periodical complaints, fuch as head-achs, 
hyfterical, rheumatic, and gouty affections ; in many 
convulfive diforders, fuch as epilepfy, St. Vitus’s 
dance, &c. as will be more particularly noticed un- 
der the clafs of Antifpafmodics ; in moft cachectic 
difeafes, fuch as dropfy, fcurvy, {crophula, and 
rickets :’And laftly, it is given with advantage in 
cafes of old ulcers, to produce good oe and 
_bring on an healing difpofition. 


| Powder 
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Powder of Peruvian Bark, 


Taxe of Powdered Peruvian bark, one dram: 

To be given every two hours, in the intervals between 
the fits, in a draught of milk, wafhing the mouth after- 
wards with fome of the fame fluid. In agues.

Larger dofes, fuch as a dram and a half, or even 
twodrams, may be ordered every hour, in urgent 
cafes, and where from the kind of intermittent, 
fuch as quotidians and double tertians, the intervals 
between the fits are fhort. The ftomach, in this 
refpeét, is the beft guide ; and as much as it will 
bear may, in general, be given with propriety : 
For as Torti, and others, have inculcated, the 
larger the dofe, and the quicker the repetitions of 
it, the greater is the power of the medicine in ftop- 
ping the paroxyfms, and the lefs of it is found to 
be taken in the end. Whereas it has been obferved, 
that when given in {mall dofes, and at long intervals, 
though the fum of the whole quantity taken has 
been much more confiderable, yet it has not pro- 
duced the defired effect. 


The whole quantity neceflary for putting a ftop 


to the fits, varies according to the kind of intermit- 
tent, 


r 
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tent, to the feafon of the year in which it happens, 
to the period of the difeafe in which the remedy is 
applied, and to the quality of the remedy itlelf, 
the powder being not always equally good.. In_ 
general, however, lefs than two ounces feldom fuf- 
fices, and more is often required. _ For covering 
the taite of it, to which fome people have an almott 
invincible diflike, {weet mucilaginous liquids are 
found to anfwer beft. J.ewis recommends the in- 
fufion of liquorice root; but for this purpofe we 
have found, with Dr. Lind, milk to anfwer beft. 
The powder muft be fwallowed immediately after 
it is mixed with it, otherwife the flavour of the bark 
will be imparted to the milk, 


It is now generally agreed upon amoneft thofe 
that have had moft experience in fuch kinds of fe- 
vers, that the earlier the bark is given in intermit- 
tents, the better. Accordingly the prefent improved 

practice does not admit of lofing time, as was for- 
merly done, in the employmentof a courfe of pre- 
paratory medicines, and in waiting till the difeafe 
has gone through feveral periods : Ali the prepara- 
tion which is now judged necefiary, is to cleanfe the 
firft paflages by an emetic and purge, and then re- 
courfe is immediately had to the Peruvian febrifuge ; 
or, at moft, if there fhould be a redundancy of bile, 
with appearances of obftruction in the liver, {mall 
Pp 4, dofes 
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dofes of calomel are ufed, and fometimes continued 
fo as to excite a gentle falivation: But where the 
patients are very weak, and the fits are very vio- 
lent, as often happens in the hot climates, neither 
the yellownefs of the fkin, nor an obftructed liver, 
fhould intimidate the practitioner from immediately 
prefcribing the bark ; fince, as Dr. Cleghorn has 
judicioufly remarked, this medicine is even under 
fuch circumftances of the greateft ufe, as it averts 
fudden death, and gains time to join with it other 
means towards compleating a cure; and, upon the 
whole, he ventures to afirm, that more bad con- 
fequences enfue from giving it too kate than too 
foon. On thefe occafions, where the general ftate 
of the patient will not allow of adminiftering eva- 
cuants by themfelves ; and yet where fome particu- 
Jar fymptoms indicate their ufe, they may be given 
in conjunction with the bark, of which fort of for- 
mulz feveral examples will be noticed farther on, 


Although, in very urgent cafes, fome prac- 
titioners have ventured to adminifter the bark whilft 
the fever has been prefent; yet they all agree that 
the proper time for giving it, is during the inter- 
miffion, They are not, however, equally agreed, 
whether it is beft to throw it in immediately at the 
end of the hot fit, or juft before the expected com- 
ing on of the next cold fit. Dr. Cullen, feeing that 

the

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the effects of this medicine on the human body are 
not very durable, directs, after the manner of the 
Roman Schedule, the exhibition of it in large dofes 
as near as poffible to the times of acceffion; and 
fuch, too, was in many inftances the practice of 
Torti :—-Other phyficians, on the contrary, fuch as 
Morton formerly, and Werlhof latterly, have found 
_ it generally anfwer beft to employ it immediately as 
-the hot fit goes off, perfifting in its ufe during the 
whole time of intermiffion, and until the cold ‘fit 
comes on. ‘This wasthe way alfo in which the ce- 
lebrated empyric Talbor ufed to adminifter the bark. 4 
By this method a larger quantity of the drug may be 
thrown into the body, and thus the recurrence of 
the paroxyfms, and efpecially a relapfe, feems to be 
more effectually prevented, Which foever method 
is adopted, it will generally be proper to continue 
the medicine (but in fmaller dofes, and with lon- 
ger intervals of repetition) for fome time after the 
Penowal of the fits, in order to prevent a relapfe, 
To make it fit eafy on the ftomach, and to prevent 
it from paffing off too quickly by ftool, it is often 
neceffary to join aromatics and opiates with it ; of 
which compofitions examples will be met with far- 
ther on, 


As the Peruvian bark is a remedy which is now 
yniyerfally employed for the cure of agues, and as 
its 


ca 
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its fuccefs in thefe cafes depends fo much upon the 
proper adininiftration of it, we judged it would be 
of ufe, to the younger part of the profeffion, at 
leaft, to collect under one view, the principal cir- 
cumftances that require to be attended to. The 
importance of the fubject will fufficiently juftify us, 
we truft, for having tranfgreffed on this occafion 


our ufual limits. 


Many of the preceding remarks will equally apply 
_ to remitting fevers; and we muft not forget to 
add, that, where it can be procured genuine (though 
we are forry to obferve that a {fpurious kind is now 
too commonly fold) the red Peruvian bark, being, 
as Dr. Saunders has fhewn, fo much ftronger, and 
more certain in its effects, 1s to be preferred, on 
all occafions, to the pale or quilled, as the common 
fort is called. This laft, however, may have its 
virtues confiderably improved by trituration with 
a little magnefia ; by which means it is made to 
yield but little in efficacy to the red kind,

The effect of this medicine, as its author remarks, 
is, that the next fit is mitigated, and an intermiffion 
commonly enfues, in which the bark without the 
purgative muft be repeated to finifh the cure. 


_ Where froma redundancy of bile or obitructions 
of the vifcera, a loofe ftate of the bowels is required 
during the ufe of the bark, the affociation of this 
neutral falt, or of muriated ammonia with it (as 
in the Powder with Peruvian Bark and Muriated 
Ammonia, under Antifeptics, page 171) 1s found 
to be ufeful. Cryftals of tartar may be united with 
it in the fame manner. But in confequence of the 
commendations beftowed upon it by Boerhaave, the 
muriated ammonia is preferred for this purpofe by 
many practitioners, and efpecially by thofe who 
live on the Continent. Mead ufed to add to the 

‘bark with this intention, a little rhubarb ; fo as to 
procure, as long as it feemed neceflary, a couple 
of ftools, at leaft, every day. In fome cafes, it is 

found better to join fome of the warmer cathartics, 
and efpecially the aloetic, with it; fuch as the 

Powder with Aloes and Canella, L. Ph. which may 
be mixed with the Peruvian drug, in the proportion 


of 
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of about a couple of drams to an ounce. It is pro- 
per, however, to remark, as Rofenftein has done, 
that thefe cathartic admixtures fhould not be ufed 
too freely, as the bark of itfelfis apt to purge: And 
on no occafions fhould this evacuating method of 
giving this remedy be followed up long, fince it 
otherwife only ferves to weaken the patient, and to 
rob the Peruvian antidote of its due effect.

It may be employed in larger dofes, fuch as a 
dram. ‘The favourable account given by the Rey. 
Mr. Stone of the efficacy of this bark, has been 
fince confirmed by two foreign phyficians, Gunz 
and Cloffius. Dr. Cullen, whofe experiments were 
made with the falix petandra, from his few trials, 
thinks that it may be in fome cafes an effectual re- 
medy. Headds, that from its fenfible qualities he 
is perfuaded that it is a valuable medicine, and as 


promifing a fubftitute for the Peruvian bark as any 
he 
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he has known to be offered. In many of thofe cafes 
in which it is unequal to the cure by itfelf, it is ren- 
dered fuccefsful by the {mall addition of a fifth part 
of the Peruvian drug ; acircumftance that may be 
turned to a great faving of expence in hofpital and 
military practice. 


Powder of Anguftura Bark. 


- Taxe of Powdered Anguftura bark, fifteen. grains :

This bark, which has but very lately been im- 
ported into this country, and which takes its name 
from the place in South America whence the Spa- 
niards bring it, has been employed with great fuccefs 
by fome Britifh practitioners in the Weft Indies, in 


all thofe cafes in which we are accuftomed to employ 


the Peruvian bark, over which it has thefe advan- 
tages, that a fmaller quantity of it will produce the 
fame effect, that it does not caufe that difagreeable 
fenfe of weight and fulnefs in the ftomach, which 
the other fo frequently occafions, and that it does 


_ not induce coftivenefs, but, on the contrary, keeps 


the belly gently open. 


Soon after this account was fent over, it was tried 
m London ; and from fome obfervations that have 
been 
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been publifhed by Mr. Brande, it appears to be 4 
powerful and promifing remedy in thofe diforders, 
efpecially when a warm and pénetrating tonic is 
required : Accordingly it has been given with fuch 
great fuccefs in diarrheeas, that it is almoft confidered 
as a fpecific in thofe cafes. The dofe, in fubftance, 
is from ten to twenty grains. In larger quantities 
it does not feem to agree, or indeed to aét, fo well, 
Moderate dofes fit eafy on the ftomach, and give ra- 
ther a grateful fenfation of warmth. It has been 
remarked, however, that in one or two inftances of 
delicate habits, twenty grains of the powder have 
produced fome naufea. If the form of a decoétion 
be preferred, it may be prepared by boiling three 
or four drams of the bark in a pint of water. The 
dofe of the decoétion is two or three large fpoonfuls.

mach, habitual vomiting, and that kind of naufea and 
vomiting which are occafioned by pregnancy. Dr. 
Percival adds, that as his experiments fhew that 
the columbo root does not belong to the clafs of 


heating bitters; it may be ufed with propriety and 


advantage in the phthifis pulmonalis, and in hectical 
cafes, to correct acrimony and ftrengthen the organs 
of digeftion. It does not, like the Peruvian bark, 
prove oppreffive to the ftomach, or excite a diarrhea 
in-the laft mentioned diforders ; but agrees very 
well with a milk diet, as ic abates flatulency, and 
is indifpofed to acidity. This remedy has been em- 
ployed with equal fuccefs, in bilious cafes, by fome 
French practitioners, and in particular by Mr. 


Chaptal, of Montpellier, and Mr. Bertrand de la 


Grefie, of Caylus.

Jeucorrhza (in which two laft cafes it has been ad- 
miniftered with fuccefs in the Charity Hofpital at 
Paris) it has been generally ranked amongft the 
Aftringents ; to which, however, the chemical ex- 
periments of Bergius and Murray -fhew that it does 
not properly belong.

Both in his Difpenfatory, and in his Experimental 
Hiftory, the time of maceration firft affigned by 
this author, was twenty-four hours; but later ex- 
periments, as he obferves in a note afterwards, 
fhewed that it might be diminifhed to twelve hours, 
and even ftill further reduced, without ahy injury 
to the medicine: For, a mixture of one part of bark 
and eight of water, being filtered after ftanding for 
one hour, the liquor appeared, from every teft, to 
be very nearly, if not fully, as {trong as thofe which 
had ftood two, four, eight, twelve, twenty-four 
hours. By doubling the proportion of bark and 
making ufe of agitation, or what is perhaps {till 
better, trituration, a ftrong infufion may be obtained 
in avery few minutes. But. this laft method of 
preparing the medicine, is by much too expenfive 
for general ufe ; and occafions a wafte of the drug, 

which need not be incurred where time can be al- 
lowed. It may be noticed here, however, for the 
, R | benefit 
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benefit of apothecaries, that the powder which re- 
mains after thefe macerations, ftill retains, as Dr. 
Percival has remarked, a confiderable degree of 
ftrength, and may be afterwards applied to other 
ufeful purpofes. Inftead of common water, lime- 
water, and water impregnated with the aerial acid, 
may be employed with great advantage for extract- 
ing, by cold infufion, the virtues of the bark. The, 
latter efpecially feems to make it fit eafier on the fto- 


mach, and to contribute at the fame time to its tonic 
Operation.

Dr. Murray thinks the maceration fhould be con- 
tinued longer ; and adds, that in his own practice 
he generally gives three or four times the quantity 
here prefcribed; dofes, which Linnzus himfelf is 
willing to allow in fome cafes. On thefe authorities, 
and more efpecially on the authority of M. Severi, 
who fays that this vegetable neither diforders the 
{tomach nor bowels, though taken very freely, we 
would recommend the infufion to be made with at 
leaft a double proportion of the root. This medi- 
cine has been adminiftered with confiderable fuccefs 
in feveral acute difeafes, chiefly of a bilious nature, 
in the Welt Indies and South America, from whence 
it isbroughtto us. It has been tried alfo, with the 
like advantage, in the fame cafes, and in many 
chronic diforders befides, in feveral parts of Europe, 
and particularly in Sweden; where, according to 
Bereius, it has long fince become a ftanding remedy 
of the fhops. It feems to be chiefly efficacious in 
debilities of the ftomach and inteftinal canal, in ner- 
vous complaints, and in fome painful affections that 
recur periodically, fuch as head-ach and gout. Of

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its ufe in the laft of thefe cafes, efpecially when of 
the irregular or atonic kind, Linnaeus, Sandifort, 
Bergius, and Thorftenfen, bear ftriking teftimony. 
Among our own practitioners, Dr. Donald Monro 
has frequently ordered, with good effeéts, both the. 
powder and infufion of this root, in fevers; and 
has likewife found it to be a good ftomachic bitter 
in many cafes: And Dr. Lettfom recommends it 
ftrongly, from his own fuccefsful trials, in cafes of 
hyfteria, nervous debility, dy{pepfia from hard drink- 
_ing, and habitual diarrhea. He prefcribes it infufed 
in boiling water, as above ; but with the addition 
of a. fmall quantity of vitriolated zinc, and fome 
teftaceous powder: A form which we confider to 
be rather unchemical,

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After the repeated teftimonies of fo many foreign 
writers in favour of the tonic powers of this fpe- 
cies of lichen, we cannot but exprefs our furprife 
that ithas been fo httle regarded by all our own 
practitioners. Our London College have not re- 
ceived it into their New Pharmacopoeia; and 
though it has been admitted into the Edinburgh 
lift, yet we do not perceive, on referring to their 
authors on the materia medica, that it has been ever 
introduced into pra¢tice there. Itis not once men- 
tioned in all Dr. Cullen’s large work, where, how- 
ever, it was natural to expect it might have found 
room. ‘There is fome account of it, it is true, in 
the Edinburgh New Difpenfatory, by Dr. Duncan ; 
but it is fpoken of in fuch a flight and curfory man- 
ner, that litrle more can be collected from what ts 
there faid, but that “ it has been recommended in 
phthifis and feorbutus,” and that “if it have any 
effect, it is probably only as a mild article of diet.” 


To come back again to our own writers, we find, 
in like manner, that no notice has been taken of it 
by Dr. Donald Monro; though he has treated of 
fome other vegetables, which, like this, are re- 
commended only by foreign authorities, but whofe 
ufes, we cannot help thinking, are neither fo impor- 
tant, nor fo well attefted, as thofe of the plant in 
gueftion, 


After 
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After all, therefore, the Britifh: public would {till 
have been without any tolerable account of the Ice- 
land liverwort (if we except the Latin differtation 
printed by a foreigner at Glafgow, and the obferva- 
tions that have appeared in Dr. Simmons’s Jour- 
nal) but for Dr. Aikin, who, in his edition of Lewis, 
which preceded all the above mentioned works, has 
given a concife hiftory of this article, taken, for the 
moft part, from Bergius. Since the time of that 
publication, however, in confequence of further 
experiments, much additional information has been 
obtained concerning it; which we thall here fupply 
from Profeffor Murray, and fome other authors. 


The dietetic and medicinal ufe of this fpecies of 
lichen amoneft the Icelanders, was firft mentioned 
by fome Danith writers as far back as the laft century. 
They fpoke of its efficacy in fpitting of blood, 
-confumption of the lungs, and fcurvy: But their 
commendations of it were not attended to; and it 
was not till many years afterwards, that any further 
notice was taken of it. Inthe year 1737, however, 
Linnzus confirmed, by fome new obfervations in 
the Lapland flora, the accounts which had been be- 
fore given of its antiphthifical virtues. Yet, not- 
withftanding this refpectable authority, owing, as 
Profefflor Murray has remarked, to fome ftrange | 
forgetfulnefs, or indolence, that had taken hold of 

their 
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their minds, or perhaps from a vain apprehenfion of 
a {trong cathartic operation, of which it had been 
unjuftly accufed, practitioners ftill continued to dif- 
regard this remedy for a difeafe, in the treatment 
of which no probable means of relief ought to be 
left untried. At length, however, after an interval 
of more than thirty years, the public attention was 
again roufed to this fubjec by Scopoli’ s obfervations 
upon it in 1769; fince which time it has been much 
employed, and with great fuccefs, in Germany and 
other parts of the Continent, as appears from the 
writings of Ebeling, Stoll, Cramer, Herz, Paulizky, 
Quarin, and others. 


The fenfible qualities of this lichen, are thofe of 
a bitter and a mucilage. To the laft it owes its 
alimentary, to the firft its tonic power; and to the 
prefence of both, all its peculiar medical virtues. 
It has this great advantage, as Profeflor Murray 
has obferved, over other mucilaginous vegetable 
fubftances, that it does not, like them, bind the 
body ; but, on the contrary, keeps it Joofe and open, 
without, however, at the fame time proving too 
cathartic. 


# 
Spitting of blood, when it does not proceed from 
an inflammatory diathefis, confumptions, chronic 


catarrhs ; in fhort, all diforders of the lungs, from 
3 pituitous 
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pituitous defluxions and weaknefs, are the cafes in 
which this medicine has been found efpecially ufe- 
ful. The effects afcribed to it in thefe inftances, 
are, that it mitigates the cough, facilitates the 
breathing, abates the fever, promotes the expec- 
toration, increafes the appetite (by invigorating the 
organs of digeftion along with the reft of the body) 
reftrains the {weats and colliquative diarrhasa, and 
nourifhes and ftrengthens the whole fyftem. Even 
when thefe. diforders have proceeded to fuch a pitch | 
as not to admit of a cure, fill it is faid to render the 
fufferings of the patient more tolerable, and to 
prolong the number of his days, 


Nor is it only in the above-mentioned cafes, that 
the Iceland liverwort has been employed with ad- 
vantage. It has alfo proved ferviceable in diar- 
rheas of long ftanding, in fome kinds of dyfentery, 
in feurvy, é&c. And, in convalefcencies from fe- 
vers, where the body has been weakened and ema- 
ciated by want of food, by evacuations, and by the 
exhaufting power of the difeafe, efpecially if the 
lungs have fuffered, this plant is recommended as 
an excellent tonic and reftorative medicine. 


It is generally prefcribed in the form of a decoc- 
tion, of which there are two kinds, viz. one, that 1s 
prepared with milk, and another with water. Of 

7 the 
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the firft, Hartmann has an example with two drams 
of the herb to a pint of milk, which is ordered to 
be drunk off ina morning. Bergius direéts it to 
be boiled up in the fame medium to the thicknefs of 
a pottage, which he gave tothe amount of a quart a 
day, to confumptive patients; many of whom, he 
fays, were not only recovered, but were even made 
fat by it. But milk, though it covers in fome mea- 
fure the bitternefs of the medicine, and is generally 
fuppofed to be fuited to phthifical perfons, does ne- 
verthelefs difagree, in fuch cafes, with many fto- 
machs, and renders the medicine too glutinous and ~ 
heavy for almoft all. For thefe reafons, the wa- 
tery decoction feems to be the beft preparation of 
the two, and as fuch we have given it the prefer- 
ence, 


With regard to the quantity proper to be given, 
the dofes fhould be fo proportioned and repeated, 
that about an ounce of the herb be confumed ina 
day. ‘The ufe of it muft be continued for weeks or 
months, according to its effeéts and the obftinacy 
of the difeafe. 


It may be proper to fubjoin, that Dr. Stoll has 
forbidden it to be prefcribed where the lungs are 
aétively inflamed. M. Herz, of Berlin, has given 
fimilar cautions with regard to its exhibition in 

pulmonie 
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pulmonic affections ; and has, moreover, obferved 
that ic is not proper in dyfenteric cafes, as long as 
the tongue and fauces remain foul, the ftomach and 
? Pectin not fufficiently cleanfed, with fymptoms 
of inflammation, and fixed pain in any part of the 
abdomen. 


Thefe obfervations on the Iceland liverwort, 
were inferted in the firft edition of this book in | 
17913 at which time Dr. Woodville had not pro- 
ceeded fo far as to the third volume of his ufeful 
work, intituled ‘ Medical Botany,” the laft number of 
which contains anaccount of this plant. But as he 
has not been fo copious on this article as he has upon 
fome others with which Britifh practitioners are 
_ better acquainted, nor has added any thing material 
_ to what we had before mentioned, we are difpofed 
to let the remarks on this fubject remain as at firft. 


We sit only further to add, that we with fome 
_ of our own practitioners would be induced by the 
fuccefs which is faid to have followed its ufe abroad, 
to give it a fair trial here ; a circumftance the lefs — 
difficult to bring about, as the plant itfelf is by na 
_ means confined to the country from whence its tri- 
vial name is derived, byt, on the contr ary, grows 
naturally in many parts of Great Britain.

cautions be neglected, as they too often are, the arum 
in this ftate is rendered inert ; and therefore the con- 
ferve is the preparation moft to be depended upon. 


In fome obftinate head-achs, depending, as he 
fuppofed, upon a certain bilious condition of the 
alimentary canal, Bergius found the root of this 
plant, rubbed together with an equal quantity of 
vitriolated kali and half as much rhubarb, of fin- 
gular fervice.

Medicines of this kind are often employed for 
the cure of gleet and fluor albus. In flight cafes 
of the former, Mr. John Hunter has found the 
balfams, turpentines, &c. to be of ufe. He thinks 
_he has been able to afcertain this faét, that when they 
are of fervice, they are almoft immediately fo ; 
therefore, if upon trial they are not found to leffen, 
-or totally remove the gleet in five or fix days, he 
has never continued them longer: And even 
where they have either lefiened or totally removed 
the gleet in that time, it will often recur upon 
- jeaving 
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leaving them off; and therefore, he adds, they 
fhould be continued for fome time after the fymp- 
toms have difappeared. Dr. Cullen’s obfervations, 
in this refpect, are pretty much the fame. On the 
other hand, Mr. Theden has feen turpentine prove 
hurtful in thefe cafes; and hence in his Advice to 
Young Surgeons, he cautions againft its general 
ufe. With regard to fluor albus, Dr. Cullen tells 
us that he frequently employed terebinthinate me- 
dicines in this diforder, but feldom with fuccefs; 
and one hindrance of this, he fays, was, that few 
female ftomachs could be brought to bear the. 
quantities that might be neceflary.

Dr. Bang’s 
fuccefs inthe treatment of putrid fevers, in which 
mufk was one of his remedies, might have been 
adduced in fupport of its claim to the title of a cor- 
dial as well as an antifpafmodic, had he given it by 
itfelf, in larger quantities, and not (as Mr. White 
alfo has done) in conjunction with other powerful 
auxiliaries. But in his prefcription it 1s combined 


~ with a camphorated mixture, and in the proportion 


of only four grains to eight ounces; in which fmall 
dofes, he fays, he has experienced almoft as much 
benefit in his hofpital, as he has from three or four 
times that quantity, in his private practice. Dr. 
Wall, on the contrary, has remarked that he never 
found much effect from it (in low fevers with fub- 
fultus tendinum, and in various cafes of convulfion) 
when given under fix grains, To reconcile this 
ftriking difference, therefore, between two fuch

is not to be confidered as the principal agent in Dr. 
Bang’s prefcription, either that the activity of the 
mufk is greatly promoted by fuch an addition, or

This prefcription 1s an improvement upon Sy- 
denham’s celebrated electuary for what he has term- 
ed the fcorbutic rheumatifm.

_ grafs from their new pharmacopeeias, fince, as Dr. 
Lewis has remarked, it is a preparation which may

of its virtues, for years ; which, however, is by no 
means the cafe with another preparation of this ve- 
getable, which they have thought fit to retain, viz. 
its compound juice, Befides this form of an elec- 
tuary, there is another, viz. that of an emulfion, as 
noticed farther on, in which Dr. Lewis ufed ta 
employ the arum.

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In venereal nodes, proceeding from a thickening 
of the periofteum,. this medicine has been given 
with great fuccefs, both by the author from whom 
the prefcription is taken, and likewife by Dr. D. 
Monro ; but young practitioners muft not deceive 
themfelves with the expectation that it will cure the 
above-mentioned, or any other venereal affection, 
without being preceded by, or accompanied with 
the ufe of mercury. Befides fcirrhous tumours 
which remain after the venereal difeafe, it has alfo 
removed, as appears from Dr. Home’s experi- 
ments, {cirrhous fwellings proceeding from. other 
caufes ; which obfervations have fince been con- 
firmed by the Dutch phyfician Van der Haar, who 
recommends the mezereon again{t dry fcrophulous 
coughs, confumptions, glandular fwellings, {cro- 
phulous opthalmies, and other diforders of that 
kind. In like manner, Dr. Cullen frequently em- 
ployed this decoction in feveral cutaneous affections, 
and fometimes with fuccels, 


Pallas relates that in fome parts of Ruffia, the 
mezereon-root is chewed to cure the tooth-ach, 
care being taken ‘not to fwallow the fpittle 
which it caufes to flow copioufly, and which 
from its acrimony would otherwife inflame the

Wine. 
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Wine. 


In the hands of a fkilful and judicious pradtitioner, 
wine is one of the beft and moft powerful ftimu- 
lants which art or nature are capable of affording ; 
for, befides its well known ufe as a cordial in the 
common cafes of languor, weaknefs, and exhaufti- 
on, modern practice has moreover fhewn it to be 
an admirable remedy in fcurvy, gangrene, and 
putrid fevers. In the advanced ftages of the laft- 
mentioned fevers, it has been adminiftered with the 
beft effect by Pringle, Huxham, Brokelfby, &c. 
The firft named phyfician ufed to order, in the jail 
or hofpital fever, from a quarter to half a pint in a 
day, of the ftrong kind of wine ; and of Rhenifh or 
{mall French wine, as much as a quart a day. In 
low or nervous fevers, Dr. Gilchrift allowed a bot- 
tle aday; and Dr. Heyfham gave as much as two 
bottles and a half in the {pace of twenty-four hours, 
in the putrid fever which appeared at Carlifle in 
1781, and thinks that even more might fometimes — 
be given with great advantage. Port wine is that 
which is generally employed in, and beft fuited to the 
above-mentioned cafes. It is proper to remark, 
however, that there are certain ftates in low and 
malignant fevers, in which the exhibition of wine 

is 
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is manifeftly hurtful ; and its ufe fhould always be 
laid afide whenever it is found to increafe the heat, 
watchfulnefs, or delirium, And it is further to be. 
noticed, that many practitioners of the prefent day 
(with whom “ medicine is become the art of ad- 
miniftering drams”) are too fond of prefcribing with 
a lavifh and random hand, wine and other cordials in 
the cafes above-mentioned, “ drenching their patients 
therewith (to ufe the expreffions of a bold and novel 
writer on this fubject) till they are ftimulated to 
death.” Inftead of wine, fome have recommended 
London bottled porter, for the above purpofes ; 
but we may obferve, that though it may refrefh 
fomewhat more at firft, it rarely proves fo 
-good a cordial in the end, and that it is more- 
over exceptionable on account of its purgative ten-

What has been faid before refpecting the ufe of © 
balfams in gleets, will be equally applicable here. 
The above acrid animal fubftances have been em- 
ployed, and fometimes with fuccefs, in various other. 
affections of the urinary paflages, befides cleets ; 
fuch as fluor albus, diabetes, fuppreffion, and in- 
continency of urine, when brought on by an over 
diftenfion of the bladder. It may feem a paradox, 
fays Dr, Carmichael Smith (who has recommended 
the cantharides in the two laft cafes) that the fame 
- medicine fhould be employed with fuccefS in two. 
difeafes fo dire&tly oppofite to each other ; but, he 
obferves, however oppofite thefe complaints may 
be in appearance, they often arife from the fame 
caufe, and either follow in fucceffion, or exift (that 
is a partial f{uppreffion and incontinency) at one and 
thefame time. The ifchuria veficalis, or fuppreffion 
of urine, in which the laft mentioned author has 
experienced the good effects of cantharides, is ac- 
companied by ftrangury ; and may be diftinguifhed 
a U2 from 
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from other fpecies of ifchuria, not only by this 
fymptom, but alfo. by a painful {welling at the re- 
gion of the pubes, by the fuppreffion being feldom 
complete, and always accompanied, fooner or later, 
by incontinency of urine. Both in this incontinency 
of urine, which follows or accompanies the ifchuria 
veficalis, and in that which accompanies a palfy of 
the lower extremities, the fame medicine has 
proved uncommonly ferviceable. It is proper to 
remark, that Dr. Carmichael Smith recommends 
the cantharides in fubftance, having repeatedly 
tried the tincture without effect. He generally 
eave them, made into pills, in the dofe of one, 
two, or three grains, twice a day. In cafe of vio- 
lent ftrangury, or other difagreeable fymptoms 
(which, however, when the medicine is adminiftered 
in the dofes juft mentioned, are not likely to hap- 
pen) recourfe muft be had to mucilaginous liquors, 
emulfions, or milk. Of the internal exhibition of 
cantharides in low fevers, we avoid to take notice, 
judging it to be an improper prattice.

with regard to its ufe in which cafes, the fame pre- 
cautions as thofe already mentioned under the Tur- 
pentine Pills, fhould be attended to. As to its 
employment in ulcerations of the lungs, accom- 
panied with hectic fever, though fome refpectable 
practitioners have followed the example of Fuller, 
yet the majority of phyficians feem now to be againtt 
fuch a practice. Murray, who has brought under 
one view the authorities of both fides, exhorts thofe 
who exercife the medical art, to purfue a middle 
path, avoiding equally to condemn or extol, till 
they fhall have examined its effects with impartiality, 
and under various circumftances, both by itfelf, 
and with the addition of correctives ; thus, proceed- 
ing in their experiments the fame as if the fubje& 
were entirely new.

- fabftance to as much as ten or twelve drams ; laftly, 


Dr. Herz, of Berlin, relates the cafe of an epileptic 
patient, who took more than thirty ounces of vale- 
rian in the courfe of a fortnight. The fits, which 
had refifted various other antifpafmodic remedies, 
were entirely removed by this medicine. For co- 
vering its difagreeable tafte, and for making it fit 
better on the ftomach, it is proper to mix with it 
fome aromatic, fuch as a little mace. Wild vale- 
rian root is likewife a powerful remedy in various 
nervous affections, and particularly in hemicrania, 
in which it has been ftrongly recommended by Dr. 
J. Fordyce. The dofe which he prefcribes for the 
cure of this fort of head-ach, is from one to two 
drams of the powder, three or four times a day for 
fome length of time.

‘The moft delicate 
children bore thefe large dofes of the medicine with- 
out inconvenience. ‘To fuch patients it is more 
conveniently given ina fluid form, than in that of a 
bolus, 


In hydrophobia, which, in fome refpects is a 
f{pafmodic difeafe, mufk is confidered as a principal 
remedy. It is, no doubt, the moft active ingre- 
dient in the Tonquin medicine, fo celebrated among 
the Chinefe for curing thofe that are bitten by a 
mad dog; nor are there wanting teftimonies of 
its efficacy in fuch cafes from fome of our own 
practitioners. 


We lament with Dr. Wall, that a medicine of 
fuch confequence fhould be fo frequently adulterated, 
and that the criteria of its genuinenefs fhould be fo 
ill fettled. Dr. Cullen, who makes a fimilar com- 
plaint, obferves, that he judged of its goodnefs by 
the ftrength of its odour.

‘Thus, if moderate dofes, which fhould al- 
ways be begun with, do not anfwer, they muft be 
repeated and increafed, till the defired effect is 
obtained; and in this way the dofes of this drug 
may be pufhed with fafety to a very great length. 
In a cafe of gout in the ftomach, he has gone 
by degrees to the quantity of ten grains twice a day, 
and in tetanus, hydrophobia, mania, and the venereal 
difeafe, it has been given in {till larger dofes.. Dr. 
Binns, of Liverpool, has given as much as two 
{cruples of folid opium at one dofe in mania ; and 
fome other pratitioners of the fame place have given 
it as profufely, and, we are told, with good effect, 
in this diforder; but the prudent phyfician will 
wait for further teftimontes of its fafety and efficacy, 
before he ventures to prefcribe it in maniacal cafes 
in fuch hazardous quantities. ‘The free adminiftra- 
tion of opium in fome of the cafes juft mentioned, 
and in intermittents, putrid fevers, the confluent 
fmall pox, and gangrene (not to mention its em- 
ployment in abortions, difficult parturition and 
floodings) may be reckoned amongft the greateft 
improvements in the modern practice of phyfic. 
Where bad effects have arifen from large dofes of 
opium, coffee has been found to anfwer beft as a 
corrector.

He began with five grains 
of the extract night and morning, and gradually in- 
creafed the quantity to thirty grains and upwards in 
the day. It was found, however, that when more 
than thirty grains were given in that {pace of time, 
difagreeable fymptoms, fuch as vertigo and drow- 
finefS, were occafioned. Dr. Donald Monro men- 
tions, that a yoting lady labouring under a deep 
confumption, took every night at bed time, for 
fome months, fix grains of this extract, which pro- 

ee cured 
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cured her reft, without heating her, or making her 
uneafy in the night, as opiates had always done. 
Seeing that it often induces fleep when opium fails, 
and that inftead of conftipating the bowels, it rather 
tends to keep them open, we cannot but confider 
it asa very ufeful narcotic; and, though fome 
practitioners have been difappointed in its effects 
(but what medicine in fuch cafes will always fuc- 
ceed) we think it ought to have been admitted into 
our college pharmacopeeia. —

Shortens.and abates the fit; 2. generally 
relieves the head, takes off the burning heat, and 
occafions a profufe fweat, attended with an agree- 
able foftnefs of the fkin ; 3. often induces a foft and 
refrefhing fleep, from which the patient awakes 
bathed in fweat, and in a great meafure free from 
complaint. Since he has ufed opium in agues, he 
has feldom found a dropfy or jaundice come on in 
fuch cafes. Ifthe patient be delirious in the fit, the 
adminiftration of the opiate ought to be delayed till 
he recovers his fenfes.

At page 58, we have already taken notice of the 
concordance of this phyfician’s pra¢tice in the above- 
mentioned fpecies of colic, with that of Dr. War-. 
ren, ‘This mode of adminiftering the opiate, feems 
preferable to the exhibition of it in a folid ftate, 
becaufe it is likely to operate fooner, and preferable 
alfo to its folution in fpirit of wine, in which form 
the opium cannot be given in fuch large dofes, on 
account of the heating effects of the fpirit. It is, 
however, no new mode of employing the medicine, 
for Sydenham ufed to prefcribe, efpecially for chil- 
dren, a watery folution of this narcotic. Befides 
the bitter extract, Dr. Stoll’s original prefcription 
contains fome fyrup of chamomile, and ten grains of . 
camphor ; but we have omitted both, fince the 
former only ferves to render the medicine thick and 
inelegant, and the latter, as he himfelf acknow- 
ledges, is by no means neceflary. Accordingly,

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though he added the camphor when he firft tried 
this method, he afterwards threw it out. r 


Dr. Bang, of Copenhagen, relates a remarkable 
cafe of tetanus, which was cured by large quantities 
of opium given in the form of a watery folution, 
He began with four grains diffolyed in three ounces 
of balm water, of which a large fpoonful was or- 
dered to be taken every two hours, The next day, 
fix grains were diflolved in four ounces of the fame 
vehicle ; on the fourth day, nine grains were. dif- 
folved in fix ounces of the water;.on the fifth day, 
twelve grains in fix ounces ; and in this manner 
the proportion of opium was gradually increafed, 
till at length ‘the patient took upwards of thirty 
grains in the fpace of twenty-four hours. . During 
this ufe of the opium, laxative clyfters (in which 
alfo a few grains of opium were occafionally dif- 
folved) were employed. At the end of feventeen 
days the fpafms difappeared, and the patient was 
free from complaint.

Of all the worm medicines that I have adminif-_ 
tered, fays this author, I know of none more fafe 
and certain than the fimple preparations of iron, 
whether they be given in the form of fteel-filings, 
or of ruft of iron. If ever they fail of fuccefs, it is 
becaufe they are given in too fmall dofes. Taught 
by an old fea captain, who was cured of a tenia by 
this medicine, Dr. Rufh has given (to adults) from 
two drachms to half an ounce of it, every morning, 
for three or four days, not only with fafety, but 
with fuccefs. Treacle, or jelly, are proper vehicles 
to give medicines of this kind in, to children; but 
they muft not be mixed with them till the moment 
they are to be taken, otherwife the vehicle itfelf 
will tafte ftrongly of the metal.

The above-mentioned dofes are fuch as are pro- 
per at firft; but if they do not excite naufea, they 
may be increafed till that effect is produced. Dur- 
ing the operation of this medicine (whofe chief 
effect is to purge brifkly) the patient muft guard 
againft drinking cold water, which is apt to occa- 
fion very difagreeable fymptoms. Whenever fuch 
‘fymptoms come on, either from that caufe, or 
from an over-dofe of the medicine, recourfé mutt 
be had to purging with caftor oil, and dilution 
with water, acidulated with lemon juice, or fome 
other vegetable acid.

Before the juice is prefled out, Dr. Biffet recom- 
mends the bruifed leaves to be moiftened with fome 
vinegar, which he has found to bea corrector of the 
medicine, and to prevent it from inducing great 
ficknefs or much vomiting. Dr. Woodville fays, 
that he has tried the anthelmintic effects of this 
plant upon a girl of twenty years of age, with con-

The hours for taking thefe drops, when ordered 
three times a day, are fix o’clock in the morning, 
two o’clock in the afternoon, and ten o’clock at 
night ; and when twice a day, ten in the morning, 
and ten in the evening. ‘Thefe hours are to be ad- 
hered to, whether they coincide with the paroxy{ms 
of fever or not. In cafes of agues, the drops are 
to be adminiftered in dofes proportioned to the age 
of the patient, for five days ; at the end of which, 
the fits being fufpended, the medicine is to be laid 
afide for two or three days, and then repeated for 
three days more to prevent a relapfe. After the 
fits have been thus fufpended, the cure fhould be 
finifhed by the Peruvian bark, which may, more- 
over, often accompany the ufe of the drops. Eight 

Aa days 
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days adminiftration of the medicine in the manner 
above-mentioned, will, it is faid, generally be found 
fufficient for a radical cure of agues. In remitting 
fevers and periodical head-achs, the drops are to 
be given in the fame manner, and in the fame dofes, 
as In agues. 


Vomitings, gripings, purgings, fwellings, and 
anorexia, are among the troublefome fymptoms 
which this medicine fometimes occafions. ‘They 
generally, however, difappear on a difcontinuance 
of the drops, or only require the exhibition of gen- 
tle opiates, and fome warm cathartic, fuchas tinc- 
ture of rhubarb. 


Arfenic has long fince been recommended as a 
febrifuge, and amongtt its earlieft and warmeft ad- 
vocates, as fuch, may be’ mentioned Friccius, au- 
thor of a treatife, publifhed in 1702, De Virtute 
Venenorum Medica. Jacobi has alfo givena folu- 
tion pretty much the fame as Dr. Fowler’s, in 
agues and other fevers. It has been, and continues 
to be, the bafis of fever-noftrums. Thus Du Roy 
found, that the Secret fever drops were a folution of 
this mineral in water, coloured with fome dye; and 
it is probable too, that the fo called Poudres fe- 
brifuges de Frefcarode, which Dr. Bang: fays he 
employed with fuccefs in cafes of. intermittents, 

| after 
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after the bark had failed, are a preparation of ar- 
- fenic. 


‘Dr. Blane was informed by the late Dr. Huck 
Saunders, that in the American war before the laft, 
when an expedition was undertaken againft the 
Cherokee Indians, whofe country is. extremely 
fubjec& to agues, Mr. Ruffel, the Surgeon, finding 
that he could not conveniently take with him an 
adequate quantity of Peruvian bark, provided a great 
number of pills, containing each one eighth part of 
a grain of arfenic, by the proper ufe of which he ~ 
was enabled to cure the intermittent fevers with 
which the troops were feized, 


But notwithftanding what has been faid above con- 
cerning the fafety and efficacy of this remedy in 
agues, the number of practitioners who venture up- 
on the exhibition of it, is very fimall. It is cer- 
tain that, where it has been given for much length 
of time, or in large dofes, it has brought on a train 
of formidable complaints, fuch as pain of the fto- 
mach and bowels, lofs of appetite, lois of flefh, 
cough, flow fever, dropfy, and the like. Hence 
the ufe of it has been reprobated by Werlhof, De 
Haen, Storck, and other foreign writers ; and one 
_of our own diftinguifhed phyficians, Sir G. Baker, 
ea 2  obferves 
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-obferves of it, that it cannot be deemed a proper — 
remedy for an intermittent fever, whilft an inter- 
mittent fever is lefs formidable than arfenic. 


Arfenic has likewife been employed as a remedy 
in cancers, and in the bite of venomous animals, 
and efpecially of mad dogs. In the firft mentioned 
cafes, viz. cancers, it has been ufed both internally 
and externally ; but as paralytic and other dif- 
agreeable fymptoms have arifen from its application, 
moft of our practitioners feem to have thrown it 
afide. It appears from fome late accounts, that 
the Hindco phyficians cure the elephantiafis by the 
ufe of arfenic internally. They make it into pills 
with pepper. ‘They likewife employ it externally, 
in the form of an ointment, for the cure of various 
cutaneous diforders. It has been recommended as 
an antidote to the hydrophobia on the authority of a 
German peafant, who, as it is ftated by Spohr, in 
his Appendix to Afti’s Effay on the poifon of mad 
animals, cured many perfons that had been bitten 
‘by mad dogs, and who, upon his death bed, dif- 
clofed the receipt, in which arfenic was found to 
be one of the ingredients. This account appeared 
in 1787, fince which time the public have been in-- 
formed (178g) that this mineral enters into the 
compofition of the Eaft India Snake Pills, a medi- 
cine communicated to the Prefidency of Madras, 


by 
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by a native of Tanjore, and which (as we are told 
by Dr. Simmons) one of the Company’s Surgeons _ 
has adminiftered with apparent fuccefs, to perfons 
bitten by mad dogs,

From Dr. Crawford’s account it appears, that in 
general, very little relief was afforded by this me- 
dicine in the laft ftages of cancer and confumption ; 
but that in all the other cafes in which it was tried, 
and particularly in fcrophulous complaints, it was 
productive of falutary effects. — | 


Given in a moderate dofe, this remedy appeared, 
in a few inftances, to have increafed the fecretion by 
the fkin ; in a great variety of cafes it occafioned an 
unufual flow of urine, and it almoft univerfally im- 
proved the appetite and general health. It fome- 
times occafioned naufea and vertigo; and in large 

dofes, he thinks it might be productive of much 
danger, by difordering the nervous fyftem, and by. 
Aa 3 operating 
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operating violently as an emetic and pureative; and 
therefore Dr. Crawford very properly cautions thofé 
who are unfkilful in medicine, not to tathper with 
this remedy. It is earneftly recommended, that, 
after it begins to excite naufea, vertigo, or any other 
difagreeable fymptom, the quantity be not farther 
augmented, and that no adult do venture to increafe 
the dofe beyond eighteen or twenty drops, without the 
advice ofa medical man. From fome late accounts, 
it appears that the muriated barytes has been given 
with advantage by fome practitioners 1 in Germany, 
and particularly by Dr. Hufeland, phyfician to the 
Duke of Saxe Weimar.

Werlhoff ufed to employ an ointment of this 
kind in the above mentioned complaint ; and afierts, 
in oppofition to Pringle and others, that mercury 
applied in this manner, is a more effectual remedy 
for the itch than fulphur, and that this method of 
cure may be fafely prefcribed to very young chil- 
dren. During the ufe of the ointment, a dofe of 
precipitated fulphur was given night and morning, 
by which means the body was kept fufficiently open. 
Klein, and Werlhof’s editor and commentator, 
Wichmann, confirm from their own experience, 
the fafety and efficacy of this mode of treatment.

ARTICLE I, 


Hahneman’s Method of preparing the Hydrar- 


gyrus Precipitatus Cinereus. 


See SIALAGOGUES, Page 8. 


S the calx of quickfilver, obtained by preci- 
pitating nitrated quickfilver with ammonia 
(the Hydrargyrus precipitatus cinereus of the Fd. Ph, 
The Mercurius folubilis of Tahneman) varies very 
confiderably in ftrength and quality, according as 
certain circumftances in ‘the management of the 
procefs are attended to, or not; and as thefe cir- 
cumftances have not been pointed out in the fhort 
formula publifhed by the Edinburgh college, we 
fhall here infert, for the ufe of fuch as chufe to have 
this chemical made in an accurate manner, and of 
an uniform ftrength, the improved method of pre- 
paring it, as defcribed by Dr. Hahneman, 
The 
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The circumftances principally to be attended to, 
are, that the quickfilver be wot thrown in all at 
once, but in divided portions; shat the folution 
be made in the cold ; that the precipitation be effected 
with pure or cauftic ammonia ; and laftly, that the 
thoroughly edulcorated precipitate be dried without 
heat. 


Into a matrafs, or other fuitable elafs veffel, pour 
five ounces of double aqua fortis, and add to it half 
an ounce of purified quickfilver; then fet the ma- 
trafs ina large bafon or tub of cold water, and in a 
cool place, fo as. to keep the temperature of the 
{olution conftantly below 60 degrees of Fahrenheit’s 
thermometer. 


When the above-mentioned portion of quick- 
filver is nearly diffolved, a frefh quantity, fuch as 
an ounce, may be thrown in ; and before this is quite 
diffolved, three ounces more are to be added; the 
operator taking care, by changing the cold water 
in the large vefiel in which the matrafs is fet, that 
the folution do not go on too rapidly, 


In about three days, no more bubbles will be per- 
ceived to arife, even though the matrafs and its 
contents be well ftirred and fhaken ; and the whole 
1s now found to be converted | nto a white falr, with 

fcarcely 
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fcarcely any fluid left. It is to be obferved, that 
there fhould be ftill remaining in the matrafs, at the 
time the folution is ended, a fmall portion of quick- 
filver.in a metallic ftate, . 


What little liquor there may be left, is to be 


. poured clear off, and the {mall portion of mercunus 


vivus that remains at the bottom, is to be made to 
run out, by quickly ftooping the matrafs. The 
falt is afterwards to be emptied out (previoufly add- 
ing to ita little water, a tea-fpoonful or two at moft, 
in order to make it flip out more readily) upon a 
filter of white blotting paper, rincing dut that which 
{ticks to the fides of the matrafs with a little more 
water. When the liquor has drained through the 
filter, the filter itfelf, with the falc upon it, is laid 
upon another dry piece of blotting paper, which 
abforbs the remaining moifture ; and in this way 
the falt is dried without heat. 


The exficcated fait is then put into a glafs or 
glazed veflel, slbs. of diftilled water are poured 
upon it, and the whole is ftirred together till the . 
water ceafes to diffolve any more of the powder that 
falls to the bottom*; after- which, it is fuffered to 


* This infoluble powder confifts of vitriolated and muriated 
quickfilver, in confequence of fome vitriolic] and. muriatic acid 
being 
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ftand till it becomes perfeétly clear. The clear li- 4 
quor is then decanted into a clean glafsjar, and 
water of pure ammonia(L. Ph.) isdrappedinto the 
liquor (which is all the while ftirred with a glafs rod 

or wooden fpatula) till a fmall quantity of the clear 

fupernatant liquor, taken out as a fample, exhibits 

little or no more cloudinefs or black. precipitation, 

on the addition of water of pure ammonia. 
The whole is then to be well ftirred for fome mi- 

nutes ; and after it has ftood to fettle for fix hours, 

the fupernatant liquor is to be poured off as clear as 

poffible, from the fediment; and 21bs. more of 

diftilled water are to be added to the fediment, to 

be ftirred with it, to be fuffered to ftand to fettle for 

the fame length of time, and to be afterwards care- 

fully decanted, 


The black fediment which remains behind, is 
turned out with a clean bone or horn-fpoon, upon 
a filter of white blotting paper, and kept covered 
till all the moifture has drained from it ; after which 
the filter, with the refiduum upon it, is laid upon 
dry, folded, blotting paper, and expofed to a cur- 
rent of air, or to the fun, but not to the fire, that 


being prefent in the aqua fortis.. If pure nitrous acid (duly diluted 
with water) were vied, no fuch fedimept would be formed.

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it may be quickly and completely dried. Laftly, 
the exficcated refiduum, after being well triturated 
in a glafs mortar, is put into a bottle clofely ftop- 
ped, and kept for ufe.

The Hydrargyrus precipitatus cinereus, thus pre- 


: pared, is a mild calx of quickfilver. On account of 


its folubility in the weaker acids, fuch, for inftance, 
as diftilled vinegar, it has been called by Dr. Hahne- 
man, Mercurius folubilis. It appears to be a very 
fafe and ufeful preparation of quickfilver, and ‘as 
fuch we think it fhould have hada place in the New 
Pharmacopceia of the London College. The ufual 
dofe is two or three grains twice a day.

Method of preparing the Effeniial Salt or Acid 
of Benzoin, in the Humid Way. 


See EXPECTORANTS, Page 32. 


TO four ounces of quick-lime, add at firft 

a pound of water, and, when the ebullition is over, 
eight pounds more of water. Then put a pound of 
finely powdered refin of benzoin, into a tinned pan 
or kettle, and mix with it at fitft about fix ounces, 
and afterwards,-by fucceffive additions, the whole 
of the milk of lime above defcribed. Boil the mix- 
ture over a gentle fire for half an hour, keepirte it 
conftantly ftirred ; then take it off the fire, and let 
it ftand to fettle for an hour; after which pour 
off the clear liquor into a glafs veffel. Upon the 
refiduum in the pan, pour eight pounds more of 
milk of lime ; and after boiling them together for 
half anhour, take the mixture from the fire, and 
fet it by to fettle ; after which, add the clear liquor of 
this boiling to the former. ‘Then pour upon the re- 
mainder fome more milk of lime, and boil and de- 
cant as before; laftly, put all that is left undiflolved 
upon 
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upon a filter, wafh it well with hot water, mix the 
clear liquors together, and, after boiling them 
down to two pounds, ftrain the whole into an- 
other elafs or glazed veffel ; and when the filtrated 
liquor is become cold, add to it muriatic acid (keep- 
ing it conftantly ftirred) till there ceafes to be any 
precipitation, or till the liquor taftes a little fourifh. 
Dry the obtained precipitate (which is the effential 
falt or acid of benzoin) upon a filter (a cloth filter 
fhould be -ufed, and not blotting paper, in which 
the falt is apt to cryftallize, fo as to obftruct the 
filtration) and edulcorate it thoroughly, by repeat- 
ed affufions of cold water ; then dry it again. To 
obtain the falt in a fhining ftate, diffolve it again 
in hot water, evaporate and cryftallize in the cold. 


In this procefs, the lime combines with the acid 
of benzoin, extracted from the refin during the 
boiling ; but as the muriatic acid, which is after- 
wards added, has a greater affinity to the calcareous 
earth, it diflodges the acid of benzoin, and unites 
with the lime itfelf, forming therewith a compound © 
that remains diffolved in the liquor; while the dif- 
engaged acid or falt of benzoin, on account of its 
little folubility in cold water, falls to the bottom in 

the form of a powder. See Scutzne’s Essays.

ARTICLE II. 


Method of preparing the Effential Salt or Acid 
of Tartar. 


WHATEVER ferves as a cheap and 
pleafant fubftitute for the juice of lemons, and 
the other native vegetable acids (which are not al- 
ways procurable, efpecially on journies and long 
voyages) and at the fame time that it 1s more pa- 
latable than the mineral acids, is, as a Refrigerant 
and Antifeptic, at leaft equally efficacious with 
them, muft certainly be confidered as a valuable 
acquifition to the materia medica. Such is the acid 
of tartar; and as fuch it has lately been received 
into moft of the foreign difpenfatories; while, to 
our furprife, neither the London nor Edinburgh 
College have given it a place in their new phar- 
macopeeias. It is prepared in the following man- 
ner : 


Take 2 lbs. of pulverifed cryftals of tartar, and 
1olbs. of water, and boil for an hour in a tinned 
kettle, adding to the Nquor whilft it is yet boiling, 

about 
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abotit nine ounces of prepared oyfter fhells (not all 
at once, but in divided portions, the mixture being 
ftirred on each addition) till no more effervefcence 
arifes, Then take the liquor from the fire, and let 
it ftand for half an hour, that the felenite of tartar 
(tartarifed calcareous earth) may fettle at the bot- 
tom; after which, pour off the clear fupernatant 
liquor or lixivium into another veffel, and wath the 
{fediment (i. e. the tartarifed felenite) with freth 
quantities of cold water, till the water ceafes to 
have an acid tafte*. 


In the next place, pour into a large elafs veffel, 
iolbs, of pure water, and add to it cautioufly, and 
little by little, 10 ounces of vitriolic acid. To this 
diluted vitriolic acid, gradually add the felenite of 
tartar (tartarifed calcareous earth) prepared in the 
manner above-mentioned, and fet the mixture, 
ftirring it well with a wooden fpatula, in a fand- 
bath, and digeft therein for twenty-four hours, | 
During this expofure to a fand-heat, the vitriolic 
acid expels, the acid of tartar from the calcareous 
earth, and unites with the earth itfelf, fo as to form 
eypfum, which falls to the bottom, whiift the dif- 
engaged tartareous acid mixes with the fupernatant 


* The lixivium and wafhings fhould not be thrown away ; for, 
if filtrated and evaporated, they will yield about a pound of tar- 


tarifed kali, :

liquor. This liquor is to be filtrated; and the re- 
fiduum on the filter is to be lixiviated with frefh 
quantities of water, till the water paffes through 
taftelefs. The filtrated liquor and the wafhings 
(both which contain more or lefs of the acid of 
tartar) are to be put together in glafs or porcelain 
veffels, to be evaporated toa cuticle, and afterwards 
fet by in a cool place for three or four days, that 
the felenite, if the liquor contain any, may fettle at 
the bottom. After this, filter again, evaporate 
and cryftallize. In this way about 10 ounces of 


acid of tartar may be obtained from 2 Ibs. of 
cryftals of tartar. 


If it be defired to have the acid in a highly pu- 
rified {tate and of a white appearance, an ounce of. 
charcoal powder, together with a few {mall lumps . 
of charcoal, fhould be added to the filtrated 
liquor, which-is afterwards to be evaporated to the 
confiftence of a fyrup, and fet by in a cool place to 
cryftallize. The liquor that remains after the cryf- 
tallization, is to be farther evaporated and cryftal- 
lized, tillall the acid of tartar is extracted from it*, 


* Concerning the purification of the acid of tartar by means of 
charcoal, fee Crell’s Chemical Journal (Englifh tranflation) Vol.

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It may not always be neceflary to evaporate the 
filtrated liquor to the point of cryftallization ; as the 
acid of tartar is quite as well fuited to moft pur- 
pofes, in the liquid as in the concrete ftate. 


To know whether there be any vitriolic acid re- 
maining in the filtrated liquor, take a fmall quantity 
of it, and drop into it a few drops of water of ace- 
tated litharge, L.. Ph. There will inftantly appear a 
white precipitate, which, if the liquor be free from 
vitriolic acid, will be immediately diffolved on the 
addition of a little nitrous acid, and the liquor will 
again become clear; whereas, if the liquor remains 
turbid after the addition of the nitrous acid, we 
may be fure that it ftill contains fome vitriolic acid. 
In this cafe, it will be proper to add a few more 
ounces of felenite of tartar (tartarifed calcareous 
earth) to the liquor, and to digeft with a gentle 
heat, in order that the vitriolic acid may unite with 
the calcareous earth into gypfum ; after which the 
liquor, thus purified from vitriolic acid, muft be 
again filtrated, evaporated, and cryttallized.

The dofe of the concrete or cryftallized acid of 
tartar, is from ten to thirty grains ; of the in/piffated

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acid, from twenty to fixty drops ; the former to be 
diffolved in, and the latter to be diluted with a pro- 
per quantity of water, gruel, or other mucilaginous 
liquor.

DECOMPOUND heavy fpar according 
to Bergman and Scheele’s procefs*, and let a por- 
tion of the earth thus obtained, be diffolved in pure

mix together equal quantities of finely pulverifed heavy fpar, pre- 
pared kaliand charcoal duft, put the mixture in a covered crue 
cible, and fubjeé it to a red heat for about an hour. Upon the 
calcined mafs, after reducing it to powder, pour diluted nitrous 
or muriatic acid, till all effervefcence ceafes, and the liquor has a 
four tafte. Then filtrate the folution, and precipitate the pon- 
derous earth with prepared kali (Bergman Sciagraph. §.

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marine acid. Leta feparate portion of the fame 
earth be rendered cauftic, by expofing it in a cru- 
cible to ared heat, and let diftilled water be poured 
upon it when cold. A fmall quantity of this bary- 
tic-lime water, previoufly filtrated, being added to 
the folution of the earth in the marine acid, if the 
mixture remain tranfparent, the folution is pure; 
but if not, it is contaminated with earthy or me- 
tallic falts. In the latter cafe, let barytic lime wa- 
ter be flowly poured into the folution, till no farther 
precipitation takes place; and to the filtered liquor, 
let as much marine acid be added as may be necef- 
fary to faturate the fuperfluous earth. By this 
method (which fhould be conducted with the ut- 


moft care) the folution mei be rendered perfectly 
pure.

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After faturating a given quantity of water with 
the muriated barytes, it is proper to add a little 
excefs of acid. The addition of the acid in fome 
meafure deprives it of its bitter tafte, and renders 
it more grateful to the ftomach. It is neceffary, 
however, that the quantity of acid which is thus 
added, fhould be very {mall ; for otherwife the 
{treneth of the folution will be diminifhed by the 
precipitation of a confiderable proportion of the 
falt. Itis further of great importance, that a /a- 
turated folution be ufed, in order that the dofe may 
be adjufted with fufficient accuracy ; and, for the 
purpofe of determining it with greater precifion, 
it is recommended that the folution be dropped 
from a {mall apothecary’s phial, that the fize of 
the drops may be nearly equal. 

CRAWFORD. 


As the heavy fpar fometimes contains lead and 
other poifonous metals, it is proper to determine, 
by the well known chemica! tefts, that the earth 
extracted from it, and the fale therewith prepared, 
be free from fuch contamination. An admixture 
of iron needs not to be regarded ; it is rather ufeful 
than otherwife.
